The Democratic presidential ticket 
8 is set. Early Tuesday, July 6, candi- 
I date John Kerry ended months of 
speculation and announced the selec¬ 
tion of North Carolina Senator John 
Edwards as his vice presidential run¬ 
ning mate. 

“John Ed¬ 
wards speaks 
the heart of 
America - hope 
and optimism,” 
said Kerry in 
announcing his 
selection. 

Kerry, 60, 
the junior sena¬ 
tor from Mass¬ 
achusetts, made 
the announce- ^ 

ment in an e-mail to supporters sent 
moments before he spoke at a rally in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Edwards 
was not with Kerry when the an¬ 
nouncement was made, but was ex¬ 
pected to join Kerry late Tuesday. 
News of Edwards’s selection was 
leaked to media outlets at around 5 
a.m. Pacific time. 

Locally, San Francisco LGBT polit¬ 
ical leaders generally hailed the deci¬ 
sion. Edwards, 51, was Kerry’s final 
rival in the Democratic presidential 
primaries earlier this year. Edwards, a 
highly successful trial lawyer, has 
served one term in the Senate as his 
only elective of¬ 
fice. He chose 
not to run for 
re-election but 
rather focused 
on running for 
the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination. He 
surprised many 
and surpassed 
several more es- 

__ tablished candi- 

dates to effec¬ 
tively come in second to Kerry in the 
primaries. Many observers view Ed¬ 
wards as an energetic campaigner 
who has a compelling personal story. 
His own presidential campaign bid 
was based on themes of optimism, 
having been the son of a mill worker 
and the first in his family to go to col¬ 
lege, and he refused to go negative on 
his fellow Democratic opponents. 

“I’m ecstatic,” said city resident 
Matthew Rothschild, who was chosen 
as an Edwards delegate to the Boston 
convention after the March primary 
election. “I think it’s exactly what the 
ticket needs.” 

Rothschild, a deputy city attorney, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that while 
he was selected to go to the conven¬ 
tion as an Edwards delegate (based on 
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Sen. John Kerry

Explore study disappoints, 
say HIV researchers

T he Explore study, the largest 
study of its kind involving gay 
men, failed to show that inten¬ 
sive counseling with HIV testing 
could stop the spread of the virus, 
researchers disclosed this month. 

Published in the July 3 issue of 
the Lancet, researchers reported 
that the behavioral intervention 
trial for HIV prevention among 
men who have sex with men 
found no statistically significant 
drop in HIV infections between 
the study group and the group of 
men receiving traditional HIV 
testing and counseling. 

The researchers said the differ- _ 

ence of 29 fewer infections be¬ 
tween the intervention group, where 115 men 
tested positive, and the control group, where 
144 men tested positive, “was not at the level 
of benefit targeted by the research team.” 

“I would say we did not hit a home run 
here,” said Grant Colfax, one of the study’s 
principal investigators and an AIDS re¬ 
searcher with the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health. “It is clear, given the results, 
Explore as it stands now would not be imple¬ 
mented among a high-risk group of MSM. It 
is clear that we need to find either better be¬ 
havioral interventions or other ways to pre¬ 
vent HIV to really prevent the epidemic.” 

“It reminds us that changing behavior is 
very challenging,” added Dr. Kenneth Mayer, 
head of Brown University’s AIDS program 
and a co-chair of the Explore study. 

As with the VaxGen vaccine study results 
last year, which failed to show any effective¬ 
ness in preventing HIV in gay men, the Ex¬ 
plore study results are another disappoint¬

ment to the gay 
community, said 
Steven Tierney, di¬ 
rector of HIV pre¬ 
vention for the city’s 
health department, 
who was not in¬ 
volved with the 
study. 

“I think it is a lit¬ 
tle bit more bad 
news from the re¬ 
search side,” said 
Tierney, though he 
added, “With each 
research study hope¬ 
fully we are getting a 
little bit closer to 
some successful out- 
_ comes.” 

The study results 
are “illuminating,” said William Bland, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s director of 
community programs, in that it confirms 
that one-on-one counseling needs to be 
joined with community-wide approaches. It 
is a tactic, Bland points out, many agencies 
have adopted. 

“It is difficult for counseling in and of it¬ 
self to be the sole intervention to make a 
change in someone’s behavior. It is on par 
with what we have seen, there are very few 
agencies that only do counseling at this day 
and age,” said Bland. “There is a need work¬ 
ing at a community level to change commu¬ 
nity norms and get the community mobi¬ 
lized. It is difficult to change an epidemic one 
person at a time.” 

One ‘significant’ finding 

While the overall results of the Explore 
study failed to meet expectations, the re¬ 
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S ix months after taking office, San 
Francisco District Attorney Kamala 
Harris says big changes have been im¬ 
plemented, progress can be measured, 
and her commitments to LGBT 
equality in her department and in the 
courtroom remain as strong as ever.

I’m proud of that,” said Harris, reflect¬ 
ing on her victory as well as her first six 
months in office. 

The DA’s office recently lost openly gay 
prosecutor Jim Hammer, best known for his 
securing convictions against Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel in the infamous 
dog mauling trial of 2002. Hammer resigned 
earlier this year, and without elaborating, 
noted that his relationship with Harris was 
not as workable as it was with former Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan, whom 
Hammer supported during the last election.

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AIDS confab 
opens Sunday

T he XV International AIDS Con¬ 
ference will open Sunday, July 11 
in Bangkok, Thailand amid nu¬ 
merous controversies in Asia and else¬ 
where. 

In what is shaping up to be the 
largest such conference ever, more 
than 15,000 delegates from 160 coun¬ 
tries are expected to attend. The 
White House is going on a public re¬ 
lations blitz, comparing its own doc¬ 
umentary film to be shown at the 
conference to Michael Moore’s 
Fahrenheit 9/11. 

The conference theme is “Access 
for All.” Six years ago the theme was 
“Bridge the Gap” and 18 million have 
died from lack of treatment during 
that time. Behind the slogans, the 
grim reality is that only 400,000 of 6 
miHion people are receiving anti¬ 
retroviral (ARV) treatment in poor 
countries. More than half of those re¬ 
ceiving treatment live in Brazil and 
Thailand, where governments have 
taken advantage of World Trade Or¬ 
ganization flexibility to manufacture 
their own generic ARVs. 

However, Thailand’s generic pro¬ 
gram could be sued by U.S. pharma¬ 
ceutical companies if the Bush ad-

AIDS walk 


projections stagnant

he total amount of money 
expected to be distributed 
among community groups 
by the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation’s 2004 AIDS Walk and 
AIDS Marathon events is on par 
with last year’s amount, give or 
take a few thousand dollars. 

Although dependent upon the 
actual AIDS Walk event on Sun¬ 
day, July 18, funds to be awarded 
in the form of 38 grants to region¬ 
al HIV/AIDS agencies are project¬ 
ed to total $422,500, according to 
SFAF spokesman Redge Norton, 
about $7,000 less than last year. 
The total amount raised by both 
the marathon and walk is expected 
to stay the same, at $4.9 million. 

This amount - given to the 
Horizons Foundation, which ad¬ 
ministers the community grants - 
reflects what is left after SFAF takes 
a large share ($1.3 million in 2003) 
of the raised money and pays pro¬ 
duction fees for the events 
($155,000 for the 2004 AIDS Walk; 
marathon production fees were 
not available by press time). 

But how the projections are 
determined remains unclear. Last 
year, for instance, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter quoted SFAF’s figures that 
projected $370,000 for communi¬ 
ty-based grants, after $350,000 
was subtracted for needle ex¬ 
change programs (which were 
considered a separate legal entity 
from SFAF at the time) and 
$155,000 was taken for AIDS Walk

production fees. 

This $370,000 figure was based 
upon a projected $3.1 million 
from the 2003 AIDS Walk and $2 
million raised by the 2003 AIDS 
Marathon. However, when all was 
collected, last year’s AIDS Walk 
brought in just $2.9 million. Yet 
despite the $200,000 shortfall, pa¬ 
perwork filed with the state of 
California indicates that SFAF was 
able to give $429,000 for commu¬ 
nity grants, according to Norton, 
almost $60,000 more than origi¬ 
nally projected. 

Norton said he does not know 
how or why the agency was able to 
make less money in 2003 than 
originally estimated and simulta¬ 
neously give more than projected. 
But Roger Doughty, executive di¬ 
rector of the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion, said he was never told of a 
lower estimate for last year’s 
grants, and as such, is planning for

distribution of the $422,500 esti¬ 
mated this year. 

SFAF’s prediction about rais¬ 
ing the same amount of money as 
last year - $2 million from the 
marathon and $2.9 million for the 
AIDS Walk - while giving back 
about $7,000 less, could be the re¬ 
sult of more realistic expectations, 
said Norton, but it also reflects 
“the overall environment.” 

“We are being optimistic as 
well as conservative in our projec¬ 
tions. Organizations in general are 
receiving less money from gov¬ 
ernment and private funding 
sources,” said Norton, “and it’s 
amazing we can still give this 
amount through the community 
grants process.” 

Also not always a consistent 
number, said Norton, is the per¬ 
centage of funds taken by SFAF 
for its programs; the agency could 
take more or less, he said, depend¬ 
ing on the year. 

Nevertheless, SFAF is modeling 
its projected piece of this year’s pie 
upon last year’s numbers. If every¬ 
thing remains the same, said Nor¬ 
ton, SFAF will take about $1.36 
million again this year. This is true, 
said Norton, even though SFAF’s 
needle exchange program has been 
brought in-house and is no longer 
eligible for the stand-alone grants 
it received as a separate legal enti¬ 
ty. The $350,000 generally target¬ 
ed for that project will remain in¬ 
tact, but will be a part of the over¬ 
all SFAF share of the funds raised. 

“Our share of AIDS Walk 
money won’t be $1.36 million 
plus $350,000, it’s all inclusive,” 
said Norton, adding that the 
agency will find other ways to 
make up for any grant shortfalls 
incurred by bringing needle ex¬ 
change under the SFAF umbrella. 
“Our commitment to needle ex¬ 
change still remains. Even though 
the funding mechanisms have 
changed we’re not going to turn 
our back on this population.” 

Assuming the projections are 
accurate, the $422,500 collected 
by the Horizons Foundation will 
be distributed according to crite¬ 
ria set by a panel of community 
members, at least half of whom 
are HIV-positive. 

Last week, Horizons an¬ 
nounced the recipients of the 
raised money, which include orga¬ 
nizations in San Francisco, Alame¬ 
da, San Mateo, Santa Clara, and 
Contra Costa counties. The orga-

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Internet murder 
case goes to jury

he murder trial of Brian 
Misquez went to the jury on 
Wednesday, July 7, three 
years and one day after Misquez 
allegedly stabbed Rogelio 
DeChavez to death 27 times after 
the pair met over the Internet. 

Closing arguments in the five- 
week trial began on Tuesday, July 
6, in Contra Costa County Supe¬ 
rior Court in Martinez. 

Prosecutor Paul Graves told ju¬ 
rors that the killing was “an exe¬ 
cution” and that Misquez was an 
“angry, violent man,” and a “cold¬ 
blooded murderer” who killed 
DeChavez because he felt conflict¬ 
ed about his own homosexual 
feelings. 

When Graves first described 
DeChavez trying in vain to protect 
himself from Misquez’s attack, 
DeChavez’s sister, Clare Joy 
DeChavez, gasped and broke 
down in tears while she looked on 
from the third row with other rel¬ 
atives. She later sobbed loudly and 
left the courtroom after gruesome 
crime scene photos where dis¬ 
played. DeChavez lived with his 
sister in El Cerrito. She discovered 
his body in their apartment when 
she returned home from work. 

Graves lambasted Misquez’s 
testimony when he took the stand 
in his defense on Thursday, July 1. 
Misquez insisted that he attacked 
DeChavez to prevent DeChavez 



from raping him. Graves remind¬ 
ed jurors that after the killing, Mis¬ 
quez stole DeChavez’s car and 
drove it to the nearby BART sta¬ 
tion, cashed his paycheck, went out 
to eat with his girlfriend at a Carl’s 
Jr. restaurant, and saw a movie. 

“Those are not the actions of 
someone who is the victim of an 
attempted rape,” the prosecutor 
said. “Those are the actions of a 
cold-blooded murderer.” 

Graves questioned the credibil¬ 
ity of the defense’s psychological 
expert, Dr. Karen Franklin. He 
said she was influenced to say 
things favorable to Misquez be¬ 
cause the defense paid her 


$14,000. The prosecutor told ju¬ 
rors that in the end, Franklin’s di¬

Supervisors add 
back AIDS funds 

A three-member committee of 
the Board of Supervisors voted to 
add back nearly $1 million in 
AIDS funding along with $10 mil¬ 
lion in additional cuts and savings 
measures made to the Mayor’s 
Proposed Budget early Saturday 
morning, July 3. 

If approved by the full board 
on July 27, three AIDS agencies, 
Shanti, Positive Resource Center, 
and the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, will see their funding 
restored. The health department 
had originally slated those agen¬ 
cies’ programs to be cut. 

Other programs saved from 
the budget ax include eight pri¬ 
mary care clinics, which receive 
more than 100,000 visits per year, 
mostly from residents lacking 
health insurance; San Francisco 
General Hospital’s dialysis unit, 
and three stand-alone mental 
health clinics. 

The supervisor’s budget com¬ 
mittee made the decisions after 
being told Friday that the city had 
an additional $4 million in extra 
property transfer taxes and an ad¬ 
ditional $2 million in revised 
property tax projections. 

The restoration of $6 million 
in slated health services cuts came 
from $3.5 million in city general 
funds and $2.5 million in related 
additional revenue, budget chair 
Gerardo Sandoval announced last 
week. 


Oakland AIDS 
forum tonight 

Current HIV/AIDS treatment 
options will be the topic at a free 
community forum in Oakland 
tonight (Thursday, July 8). The 
event is sponsored by Bristol- 
Myers Squibb and takes place 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at Preservation 
Park, 1233 Preservation ParkWay, 
in downtown Oakland. The site is 
near the 12^ Street BART station.

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Pendulum bar 
sale heads to court

laiming he had an oral 
agreement to buy the Pen¬ 
dulum, a Castro business¬ 
man is suing two Castro bar own¬ 
ers in an attempt to block the sale 
of the city’s only gay bar with a 
predominantly African American 
clientele. 

John MacNeil, the owner of 
Hortica, a florist shop on Castro 
Street, sued Pendulum owner Rod 
Kobila and Les Natali, the owner 
of SF Badlands and the Detour 
who is in escrow to buy the Pen¬ 
dulum, in San Francisco Superior 
Court on June 17. 

“I had a done deal with the 
owner of the Pendulum,” said 
MacNeil, who formed the J&G 
Entertainment LLC with Gail 
Irwin in order to purchase the bar. 
“At the last minute, Les offered 
more money. I have a suit pending 
against him for breach of con¬ 
tract.” 

In their suit, MacNeil and 
Irwin claim they have suffered 
damages totaling at least $500,000 
and are entitled to punitive dam¬ 
ages. 

“We are asking Kobila be or¬ 
dered to execute and deliver to 
J&G conveyance of the bar for in¬ 
cidental damages,” the two state in 
their lawsuit. They are also asking 
that a temporary restraining 
order, preliminary injunction, and 
permanent injunction be issued to 
halt Natali from closing escrow on 
the bar. They are also asking that 
they be awarded all attorneys’ fees 
and court fees. 

The court denied MacNeil’s re¬ 
quest for a temporary restraining 
order last month, and on July 14, 
it will review his request for a pre¬ 
liminary injunction to stop the 
sale from proceeding. 

Richard Stephen Goldstein is 
representing both Kobila and Na¬ 
tali in the case. Reached Tuesday 
afternoon, Goldstein said there is 
no merit to MacNeil’s suit. 

As for MacNeil’s claims of an 
oral agreement, Goldstein said, 
“It’s not grounds for a lawsuit. It 
requires a signed writing for a deal 
to be concluded, people don’t 
make oral contracts for big deals.” 

Goldstein said he is confident 
his clients will prevail in court. 

“It didn’t work out for them 
and this allegation of an oral con¬ 
tract is kind of flimsy,” he said. “I 
think we will be successful be¬ 
cause he doesn’t have a signed 
writing, meaning he doesn’t have 
a written contract. It is just his 
way of avoiding the fact he doesn’t 
have a written contract to allege it 
orally.” 

This is the second time Natali’s 
desire to purchase a Castro bar has 
landed in court. Greg Bronstein, 
the owner of The Bar on Castro, 
sued Natali over his purchase of 
the Detour, claiming the owner of 
the bar, Don Minke, reneged on 
their deal when Natali offered 
more money for the Market Street 
bar. 

The two men finally settled 
their one and half year legal dis¬ 
pute last June, with Natali win¬ 
ning rights to operate the bar for 
two years. Bronstein, who owns 
the adjacent space to the Detour, 
which is now an art gallery, is ex¬ 
pected at that time to pursue own¬ 
ership of the bar in hopes of cre¬ 
ating a larger dance club. 

African Americans have raised 
concerns about Natali’s purchase 


of the Pendulum, fearing if he be¬ 
comes owner they will no longer 
have a place of their own in the 
city’s gay neighborhood. They 
have tried to meet with Natali for 
months to discuss their issues but 
had been rebuffed until recently. 

Another multi-ethnic group of 
gay men have made claims that 
Natali is racist and discriminates 
against minorities and women at 
his bars. The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission is seeking mediation in 
that case, and the state Alcoholic 
Beverage Control has launched an 
undercover investigation to deter¬ 
mine if there is any merit to the 
accusations. 

Since the group came forward 
in June, the San Francisco Police 
Department has requested that 
the ABC place a 20-day stay on 
Natali’s application to transfer the 
Pendulum’s liquor license. In ad¬ 
dition Supervisor Bevan Dufty, 
numerous LGBT groups, and con¬ 
cerned citizens have written to the 
ABC asking it not to grant Natali’s 
request until after the HRC com¬ 
pletes its review of the matter. 

Natali has denied all the accu¬ 
sations against him and has noti¬ 
fied the HRC he is amenable to 
mediation to resolve the matter 
and prove his innocence. Both 
sides are set to begin talks later 
this summer. As he attempts to 
defend himself and his business 
practices, Natali has claimed the 
group making the accusations 
against him, IsBadlandsBad.com, 
is actually a smear campaign 
launched by his competitors. 

Group spokesmen have dis¬ 
missed Natali’s charges, saying 
they are all volunteers and were 
motivated by the Pride Parade’s 
theme of “Out 4 Justice” to go 
public with their claims. MacNeil 
contacted the Bay Area Reporter 
last week to deny he is behind the 
group coming forward. 

“I have no idea who the people 
are doing the Web site. I have 
never talked to them. I have never 
met those guys. I have never e- 
mailed them,” said MacNeil. “My 
issue is with him. We will fight two 
separate battles.” 

Natali is trying to confuse the 
two separate issues and is doing a 
“disservice to both parties,” said 
MacNeil. 

“It is not to my benefit that Les 
uses this to confuse the issue. He 
needs to fight his own battles. His 
head is on the block and he is 
using me,” MacNeil said. 

Lawsuit details 

According to the lawsuit, Mac¬ 
Neil and Irwin first approached 
Kobila in April 2002 to inquire 
about buying the Pendulum. The 
partners offered $325,000 for the 
bar. The two planned to com¬ 
pletely renovate the bar “so that 
the business would be a first-class 
gay bar that would attract high 
paying customers.” 

The suit states that Kobila’s 
broker William Brown did not re¬ 
spond to MacNeil in writing but 
that Kobila verbally counter-of¬ 
fered to sell the bar for $395,000. 
Both sides orally agreed on a price 
of $380,000 for the bar, plus an¬ 
other $30,000 for inventory, for a 
total sale price of $410,000, claims 
MacNeil. 

Brown never sent MacNeil or 
Irwin a written contract however, 
and in August of that year, Kobila 
arranged a meeting with them. At 
the meeting, Kobila confirmed he 
wanted to sell the bar to the part¬ 


ners but no longer through 
Brown, his broker, states the suit. 

Over the fall of 2002 the parties 
met to discuss the sale and by No¬ 
vember, MacNeil submitted an¬ 
other formal written offer to Ko¬ 
bila to buy the bar for $410,000. In 
addition, MacNeil offered to hire 
Kobila as a consultant, where he 
would hire him for two weeks to 
train him in the operation of the 
business, and requested he sign a 
covenant agreeing not to open his 
own bar in the Castro area for one 
year. 

On November 30, Kobila’s 
lawyer, Andrew Lange, notified 
MacNeil’s broker he was working 
on a response to the offer. In Jan¬ 
uary 2003, MacNeil sent another 
offer to Kobila, this time'agreeing 
to put $280,000 as a down pay¬ 
ment for the bar. 

According to the suit, it was 
not until June 2003 that Kobila’s 
lawyer responded to the offer. 
Throughout the summer of 2003, 
the two sides submitted offers 
back and forth, making requested 
changes to the documents. 

After hearing nothing that fall, 
the suit states MacNeil contacted 
Kobila in November and request¬ 
ed the two meet. At the meeting 
on November 21 at MacNeil’s 
store, Kobila agreed the sale would 
proceed, saying, “That’s it. We 
have a deal. There’s nothing else to 
work out,” states the suit. 

The two men shook hands and 
Kobila promised his attorney 
would complete all the necessary 
paperwork the next day, states the 
suit. No paperwork arrived, how¬ 
ever, and Kobila’s lawyer, Lange, 
refused to answer MacNeil’s bro¬ 
kers’ calls, says the suit. 

In December, MacNeil learned 
that Kobila was negotiating with 
someone else. MacNeil’s attorney 
sent Kobila a letter demanding he 
honor the terms of their oral 
agreement. Lange in turn denied 
the existence of any agreement 
and said Kobila was negotiating to 
sell the bar with third parties, says 
the suit. 

On January 22 of this year 
MacNeil confronted Kobila at the 
Pendulum, demanding he sell the 
bar to him and enforce their oral 
agreement. Kobila refused, states 
the suit, and asked MacNeil to 
leave. 

MacNeil and Irwin allege that 
Kobila informed Natali of their 
oral agreement and that “Les 
wrongfully induced the [seller] to 
repudiate and breach the oral 
agreement.” 

They also allege that since their 
bar would compete with Natali’s 
Badlands, which is directly across 
18th Street from the Pendulum, 
that “Kobila immediately in¬ 
formed him of the oral agreement 
in hope of obtaining more favor¬ 
able terms.” They contend in their 
suit that Natali wanted to elimi¬ 
nate competition in the neighbor¬ 
hood to further his own econom¬ 
ic advantage. 

The court has set a case man¬ 
agement conference for Novem¬ 
ber. ▼

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Kerry’s veep choice 


v emocratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry made a bold choice in se- 
i W lecting North Carolina Senator John 
Edwards as his vice presidential running 
mate. While Edwards was clearly the favorite 
of most Democrats and was not a surprising 
choice, the decision says a lot about Kerry’s 
comfort level and confidence - while he 
could have picked someone more like him¬ 
self, Kerry seems to have gone outside the 
box in a sense. Edwards is someone who 
complements Kerry in many ways and 
brings his own strengths to the ticket. 

Edwards, after all, is a young 51 years old, 
and has a campaign style reminiscent of for¬ 
mer President Bill Clinton: he is engaging, 
charismatic, and above all displays a sense 
of optimism. He will serve Kerry extremely 
well on the campaign trail and may be able 
to persuade independent voters - especially 
those in rural areas - to vote in the Democ¬ 
ratic column this November. 

Kerry, the longtime Massachusetts sena¬ 
tor, is known for his longwinded stump 
speeches that are often delivered in “Senate- 
speak.” Edwards drew crowds during his 
presidential run and audiences warmed to 
his “two Americas” speeches that reached 
out to the middle class and those at the 
lower end of the income ladder. While Ed¬ 
wards is a wealthy trial lawyer, he’s a product 
of modest means who attended public 
schools and had to work hard for what he 
has achieved. He often reminded voters dur¬ 
ing the primaries that he was the son of a 
mill worker and the first person in his fam¬ 
ily to attend college. In short, his personal 
story is compelling. 

We recognize people don’t vote for a pres¬ 
ident because of the person in the number 
two slot. But times have changed since John 
Adams, the country’s first vice president, ob¬ 
served that the job is “the most insignificant 
office that ever the invention of man con¬ 
trived or his imagination conceived.” One has 
to look no further than the current vice pres¬ 
ident, Dick Cheney, to see that the office has 
become powerful in its own right. 

And Cheney’s record leaves a lot to be 


desired. He’s held secret energy meetings 
with those in the industry. He’s a central 
part of President Bush’s war cabinet. 

Cheney, who has a lesbian daughter, has 
retracted his 2000 position that indi¬ 
vidual states should decide whether 
to offer equal marriage rights to 
gays and lesbians. He now does , 
President Bush’s bidding on social 
issues and supports the president’s 
call for an amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution that would ban same-sex 
marriage. While neither Kerry nor Ed¬ 
wards support same-sex mar¬ 
riage, they both oppose such 
an amendment and, in other 
areas, clearly support equal 
rights for the LGBT community. Edwards, a 
first-term senator, is a cosponsor of Senate 
legislation that would protect gays and les¬ 
bians in employment and he signed on as a 
cosponsor of hate crimes legislation. He op¬ 


poses “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” the homopho¬ 
bic U.S. military policy. 

Of course, the Republican National 
Committee wasted no time in launching an 
antigay attack against Edwards, criticizing 
him in a 23-page document for, among 
other things, his support of equal 
rights. The National Stonewall De¬ 
mocrats condemned the attacks and 
Executive Director Dave Noble point¬ 
ed out that the majority of Americans 
support employment protections and 
^ equal enforcement of hate crimes 
laws. “It is the Bush adminis¬ 
tration that is demonstrating 
how hateful and out of touch 
it truly is,” Noble said. 

It’s going to be a long, negative cam¬ 
paign, but the Republicans have got to be 
more than a little concerned about the 
Kerry-Edwards ticket. And we think Kerry’s 
choice is a good one. ▼

Castro has lost its soul

| s Badlands bad? With the recent allega- 
'' tions of racial discrimination, that seems 
m to be the question of the day. I am not a 
party to the complaint, so I don’t know the 
answer. But, as one of the co-creators of 
Guerrilla Queer Bar and an amateur ob¬ 
server of gay culture, I thought I’d weigh in. 
GQB was, in its own way, a reaction to ho¬ 
mogeneity of mainstream queer culture in 
general, and the Castro in particular. While 
we weren’t reacting to specific charges of 
discrimination, we were responding to the 
neighborhood’s general lack of diversity, an 
environment that often sets the stage for 
overt discrimination. 

Guerrilla Queer Bar was born in the 
spring of 2000. At the time, my friends and 
I resented the neighborhood’s stultifying 
sameness. Consider, for a moment, what 
you will not find in the Castro, which is sup¬ 
posedly a wild and spontaneous place where 
anything is possible. 

You won’t find live bands there (too loud, 
bitter NIMBY types will complain). You won’t 
find live theatrical performances. You won’t 
find dance clubs that play songs newer than 
three years old. You won’t find a dyke bar. And 
you won’t find a single stripper, or any form 
of bawdiness for that matter. Go-go boys are 
a staple at gay bars in New York City, and even 
during the darkest days of the Giuliani ad¬ 
ministration they were there to slap you 
across the face as you ordered a drink in the 
East Village. There’s certainly none of that to 
be found in the wild, wacky, diverse, no holds 
barred, anything-goes Castro. 

Over the years, I’ve found the Castro to 
be a pretty soulless place apart from the 
high holidays. A transit point, a place to 
grab lunch, but not a cultural destination. I 
remember one moment in February in par¬ 
ticular. It was Thursday, February 12, the 


day the city started recognizing gay mar¬ 
riages. Some friends from the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence and Popcorn Anti-The¬ 
atre set up an improvised PA system and 
played wedding songs to celebrate the mo¬ 
ment. Within 10 minutes, somebody above 
Walgreens had called the police to shut the 
whole thing down. 

Bitter, party of one, your table is ready. I 
guess somebody got jilted at the altar. 

The idea behind Guerrilla Queer Bar was 
breathtaking in its simplicity. Set up an e- 
mail list, and send large numbers of ho¬ 
mosexuals in varying states of drunk¬ 
enness reeling about San Francisco 
and its suburbs. Many people 
thought our intent was to ape 
Queer Nation by invading straight 
clubs and picking fights, when, in 
fact, our intent was to alleviate our 
own boredom by exploring our 
city’s environs and by 
inviting like-minded folk 
along for the journey. The 
idea struck a nerve, and 
turned out to be quite popular for a couple 
of years. It has since spread to cities nation¬ 
wide, most recently Washington, D.C. At its 
core, it was merely a group of bored homo¬ 
sexuals seeking to entertain themselves 
through a combination of street theatre and 
public drunkenness. 

I moved to San Francisco in the early 
1990s, at a time when people were still drop¬ 
ping like flies from AIDS, and being queer 
still meant being an outcast. Nightlife 
maven Ggreg Taylor referred to this as San 
Francisco’s “dancing in the ovens” period. 
There is something about being faced with 
your own mortality that liberates you and 
makes you live for the day. At some point 
since then, gayness became a product, and 
we became a lucrative niche market for 
branded clothes, liquor, and new improved 
HIV drugs (drugs that will extend your life 


while also disfiguring you, talk about a 
Faustian bargain). San Francisco in the early 
1990s was a truly wild place. It still is. It’s 
just that the gays aren’t the ones pushing the 
artistic and cultural envelope anymore. 

For that you have to look to things like 
Burning Man. Where Burning Man is vital, 
spontaneous, and outrageously creative on a 
scale that defies comprehension, the queer 
community is busy rehashing the same 
things it was rehashing a decade ago (circuit 
parties, drag pageants, video bars, Aber¬ 
crombie & Fitch clothing, crystal meth, to 
name a few influences). A few creative souls 
break the mold from time to time, but most¬ 
ly it feels as if queer culture got encased in 
amber. This is certainly evident in 
the Castro’s bars (and most queer 
bars for that matter). I am often 
I envious of my bisexual friends; 
they seem to have a much wider 
range of options. 

Why is this? I think 
the answer is pretty sim¬ 
ple. The gay community 
defines itself entirely in terms of sexuality, 
as if a shared sexual preference implies a 
shared and unchanging cultural experience. 
Events like Burning Man, and the societies 
they create, define themselves as artistic 
communities. Artistic communities explore 
and reinvent themselves because art, by de¬ 
finition, is ethereal and depends on the ob¬ 
server’s perspective to be relevant. 

In an atmosphere of conformity where 
everyone wants to be liked or get laid, it’s no 
shocker that some people are racist, or sex¬ 
ist, or simply small-minded intolerant ass¬ 
holes. The only thing that is a surprise to me 
is that this issue did not come up many 
years ago. The fact that the neighborhood 
has a designated “black bar” in the first place 
(why not call it Uncle Tom’s Club or Aunt 
Jemima’s while we’re at it?), says to me all 
that needs to be said. ▼ 
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We must be vigilant 

The recent focus on racism in the Castro evokes 
memories of the early 1970s. I belonged to BAGL (Bay 
Area Gay Liberation), an activist group that burned 
brightly for about a year before succumbing to the 
usual sectarianism. However, under the initiation of 
its founders - Howard Wallace and a young African 
American Claude Wynns - it accomplished some pos¬ 
itive actions. Picketing the queer bars that practiced 
double and triple carding or didn’t provide fire safety 
was a frequent and spontaneous occurrence. Out of 
this a “Bill of Rights” for patrons and employees of 
Castro bars was produced by one of BAGL’s commit¬ 
tees. It had a heavy focus on racism. Later in the 1980s, 
the group Porno Afro Homos did a skit on blacks en¬ 
tering a Castro bar and exclaiming, “Hmmm, it 
snowed in here.” In the 1990s the African American 
queer Democratic club LGADDA (Lesbians and Gays 
of African Descent for Democratic Action) was suc¬ 
cessful in getting a law passed about card checks. 

Institutionalized racism is difficult to root out in 
the Castro and everywhere, but the challenge is worth 
it. Different strategies work on different levels: medi¬ 
ation, civil disobedience, litigation, legislation, and 
public forums all have a place. As we saw in the cases 
of Harvey Milk, Cesar Chavez, and Martin Luther 
King, leadership plays an important role. The going is 
rocky and edgy and definitely has to be a group effort. 
Milk often talked about hope, and I share that senti¬ 
ment in regard to this issue. We all have to be vigilant 
in the eradication of racism anywhere it raises its ugly 
head.

Now that accusations are coming out in the open 
that Badlands discriminates against many people, per¬ 
haps we should give the Badlands staff what it wants. 
Maybe we should all stop giving our business to these 
snobs and let them be exclusive unto themselves.

Site poor location for TJ’s 

I don’t support the proposed site location for Trad¬ 
er Joe’s. It is just a matter of site practicality, not their 
products. The lot is too small. I ask readers to consid¬ 
er the following concerns: 

1) The long tractor-trailer deliveries come late at 
night or early in the morning and will be disruptive to 
the residences on 15th, Sanchez, and Henry streets 
both by noise and street blockage. 

2) The lot is situated at a three-way light controlled 
signal system that currently limits crossover times and 
proves dangerous even now. At the Safeway store there 
are at least four entrances and exits on larger width 
streets away from residences. 

3) Firefighters must periodically park their long 
vehicles on Sanchez Street either overhanging or par¬ 
allel to the street to clean trucks and service the sta¬ 
tion. Once the streets are blocked with traffic it will 
impede safety response. 

4) Neighboring residences will be adversely affect¬ 
ed by the anticipated creation of a red zone from six 
to eight street parking spaces that will need to be re¬ 
moved permanently so that cars entering during store 
hours have a place to pull over and idle while waiting 
in line for a parking space. 

5) Raw land is available at the old Central Freeway 
site or the old UC Extension building that possibly 
could be available to incorporate sufficient space for 
Trader Joe’s and customers’ needs. There are other 
areas convenient to Noe Valley, Castro, and west of 
Twin Peaks such as Inner Mission, Cesar Chavez 
Street (i.e. Blockbuster’s), the 3rd Street corridor and 
other points with freeway access and close to Bayshore 
Boulevard. 

6) Cala Foods on 18th Street has only 16 parking 
spaces. Why is Trader Joe’s allowed to have 48? There 
is an unfair disadvantage to the existing merchants by 
allowing increased parking at that site. 

7) Trader Joe’s stores in Boston, Washington, D.C. 
and on Masonic in San Francisco have been failures 
for accessibility by shoppers. San Francisco should 
have a proper environmental feasibility study for the 
15th and Sanchez Street site reflecting public safety 
and the impact on neighboring residences as well as 
residential property values. 

8) Visualize the practicality of people carrying 
plastic bags or pushing carts to their cars and crossing 
Market Street, at this three-way intersection, while a 
line of cars are waiting to enter/exit the store. Maybe 
more and longer red curbs will help those idle cars? 

It boils down to the wrong site.

‘Isn’t it obvious?’

T he Alameda County court 
case in the murder of trans¬ 
gender teenager Gwen 
Araujo ended in mistrial last 
month, leaving the fate of her al¬ 
leged killers - and Araujo’s family 
- in limbo. 

This murder has been near to 
my heart from the beginning. Be¬ 
cause of my work with the Re¬ 
membering Our Dead project and 
the Transgender Day of Remem¬ 
brance, I was initially following 
this death in the same fashion as 
the other 300 cases I have chroni¬ 
cled. 

Yet this one was different. 
Aside from the obvious fact that 
she and I shared the same first 
name, this was a story that was 
nothing short of shocking in its 
brutality. This young woman 
was allegedly slowly killed 
over the course of several 
hours, during an intimate 
house party in Newark, 
California. She was then 
disposed of roughly 150 
miles from home 
- and her killers 
swore not to let 
anyone know 
what happened 
to this young girl who they dis¬ 
covered had male genitalia. 

In October 2002, I attended 
Araujo’s funeral, and looked di¬ 
rectly at her lifeless body. I 
changed that day, likely forever. 
My work as a transgender activist 
- something I had been pursuing 
for roughly a decade at that time 
- became a passion. I could not 
live another day in a world where 
this sort of cruelty could be ac¬ 
cepted. 

Since then, we’ve gone through 
a preliminary hearing and one 
trial at this first attempt at convic¬ 
tions for the defendants, each time 
learning more and more details 
about Araujo’s final hours. Ac¬ 
cording to testimony, she had 
been hit with a soup can and a 
skillet, been kicked in the head so 
hard that it left a dent on the wall 
behind her, and finally strangled 
to death. 

We’ve heard how these four sus¬ 
pects (one pleaded guilty to volun¬ 
tary manslaughter in exchange for 
his testimony and an 11-year 
prison sentence) were more con¬ 
cerned with getting blood out of 
the front room than with the fact 
that they beat the owner of that 
blood, and how they went out for 
breakfast at McDonald’s after bury¬ 
ing her in a shallow grave - as if 
nothing had happened. 


Over time, I’ve 
also gotten to know 
Araujo’s family, and 
each of them has be¬ 
come dear to me. 

Their dedication to 
seeing this case 
through, and their 
love for each other, is 
an inspiration. It 
also breaks my heart 
to see them have to 
go through this 
whole process again, 
once more reliving 
the events of Octo¬ 
ber 3 and 4-2002. 

Recently I was. 
with Gwen’s mother, 

Sylvia Guerrero. We were heading 
over to her residence, which she is 
currently sharing with a relative. 
On the way there, she took us by 
one other house - the scene of the 
murder. 

It’s a home not unlike 
the one I grew up in, and 
as visibly nondescript as 
any other tract house. It 
sits an eighth of a mile 
from the local police sta¬ 
tion, and perhaps 
as many as two 
long blocks 

from the very 
place where 

Araujo’s mother is now residing. 
If Araujo had been able to get out 
of the house she was killed in just 
one of the three times she tried, 
this column wouldn’t exist, and 
she would not be reduced to a 
handful of ashes in a pretty box. 

The first trial was much like any 
other, with a prosecutor trying to 
convict three individuals, and their 
attorneys trying to prove their in¬ 
nocence. What made it different 
was the issue of Gwen’s gender 
identity - an issue that the defense 
sought to emphasize just as much 
as the DA attempted to downplay. 

The way much of the defense 
went was familiar to anyone who 
recalls nearly any other murder 
involving a gay or transgender 
person. The defendants were “de¬ 
ceived,” and when they realized 
that they had been intimate with 
a man, well, they “freaked out.” 

This so-called trans panic de¬ 
fense is being presented as if mur¬ 
dering another human being is 
perfectly reasonable behavior 
when there’s a transgender person 
involved. It is as if this is some sort 
of sick morality play, where Gwen 
Araujo deceived the wrong peo¬ 
ple, and simply got what she de¬ 
served for doing so. Never mind 
that Araujo was murdered, and 
killing another human being is 
still a crime - even in these days of 


preemptive wars. 

When her tormentors ques¬ 
tioned Araujo as to whether she 
was a man or a woman, she was 
reported as saying three simple 
words: “Isn’t it obvious?” That 
should lie at the heart of this case. 
To Araujo, she was not out to de¬ 
ceive anyone - she was living her 
life as any other 17-year-old girl. 
If there was panic, it wasn’t be¬ 
cause Araujo deceived anyone, but 
rather it is because her killers were 
insecure in their own identities - 
and insecurity should not be 
taken as just cause for murder. 

The jury was deadlocked after 
the first trial, paving the way for a 
second trial into Araujo’s death. 
Depending on whom you talk to, 
the jury either discounted the 
trans panic defense, or they hung 
because of it. 

Because of this, the family will 
yet again go through heart- 
wrenching testimony, and get to 
listen to lawyers tell the jury that 
those who killed their daughter, 
sister, and niece were nice, up¬ 
standing men who were victim¬ 
ized - men who seemingly had no 
other option but to kill. 

I’ve not slept much since last 
week, when Sylvia Guerrero took 
me by the house in which Araujo 
died. Yet again I find myself 
changed by the experience, and 
knowing that we are all in a world 
where murders like this still hap¬ 
pen - and will happen again. We 
all deserve better than this, and it’s 
up to us to demand the right to be 
ourselves - and live. 

It’s the least we should be able 
to expect: a world without more 
Gwen Araujos. ▼

n addition to electing a presi- 

1 dent, a United States senator, 
House members and state leg¬ 
islators, California voters have no 
less than 14 statewide initiatives to 
decide this November (not to 
mention the local propositions 
that our Board of Supervisors are 
loading up the local ballot with) 
and as Election Day approaches I 
will try to discuss some of them, 
but two statewide measures - 
Propositions 60 and 62 - deserve 
particular attention. 

In my opinion, among the 
more insidious measures Califor¬ 
nia voters will see this November 
is Proposition 62, which masquer¬ 
ades as an “open primary” but in 
reality eliminates primaries alto¬ 
gether. Proposition 62 would 
model California’s elections after 
Louisiana’s, which features a two- 
stage general election. In that sys¬ 
tem only the top two vote getters - 
regardless of party affiliation - ad¬ 
vance to the general election. 
Thus, two Democrats or two Re¬ 
publicans could face one another 
in the general election, and, in 
most cases, minor party 
and independent candi¬ 
dates would be complete¬ 
ly excluded. In the case of 
San Francisco, assuming 
current trends contin¬ 
ue, Democrats would 
likely face De¬ 
mocrats in 
general elec¬ 
tions, duking it 
out for an en¬ 
tire year instead of for a few 
months during primary season. 

In a real open primary, voters 
can vote for a candidate of anoth¬ 
er party, but the top vote getter of 
each party advances to the gener¬ 
al election - allowing Democrats, 
Republicans, Green, Reform, 
Peace and Freedom, Libertarian, 
and American Independent can¬ 
didates the possibility of being 
represented. 

Fortunately, there is a reason¬ 
able alternative on the November 
ballot. Although some are criticiz¬ 
ing the state Legislature for plac¬ 
ing Proposition 60 on the ballot, 
thereby maintaining and improv¬ 
ing the status quo, I applaud law¬ 
makers for acting to combat the 
clearly misguided Proposition 62. 

Proposition 60 preserves a pri¬ 
mary system that has served our 
democracy well for over 100 years, 
and at the same time mandates 
that any funds derived from the 
sale of surplus state property must 
be used to pay down the state’s 
debt. Proposition 60 is good com¬ 
mon sense and sound fiscal poli¬ 
cy, and deserves the support in 
November of voters of all political 
persuasions. It might be nearly 
five months until the November 2 
general election, but this one is 
easy - vote yes on state Proposi¬ 
tion 60, and no on 62. It guaran¬ 
tees voters of all political persua¬ 
sions a say in how the state is run. 

Politics and people 

Speaking of state propositions, 
Republican Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger is opposing a 
November ballot measure (Propo¬ 
sition 66) that would reform Cal¬ 
ifornia’s tough three strikes sen¬ 
tencing law. Schwarzenegger and 
GOP backers could get bitten on 
this one, however, as most Cali¬ 
fornians likely believe - hopefully 


- that Proposition 66 restores jus¬ 
tice to the 1994 law by requiring 
that a convicted felon be eligible 
for the maximum 24-years-to-life 
sentence only when the third of¬ 
fense is “violent or serious.” While 
hardened criminals should be 
given hard-time sentences, it does 
not make sense to keep small-time 
crooks like shoplifters and junkies 
held hostage by a lock-’em-up-at- 
any-cost system. I’ll 
have more on the 
other state proposi¬ 
tions in future 
columns. 

Arnold wants to 
hear from you: Sever¬ 
al readers have e- 
mailed us about 
a telephone 
hotline Gover¬ 
nor Arnold 
Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s office has set up to seek pub¬ 
lic opinion on a wide range of is¬ 
sues, including same-sex mar¬ 
riage. The hotline - (916) 445- 
2841 - is often busy, but callers 
who are persistent should be able 
to get through. The Sacramento 
Bee’s Dan Smith noted on Mon¬ 
day, however, that no one in 
Schwarzenegger’s office could say 
how the information is used, 
other than to note that it provides 
“a highly unscientific measure of 
how people feel on certain issues.” 

Meanwhile, the high-flying 
Schwarzenegger, who ran for gov¬ 
ernor vowing to end the annual 
“summer slam fest” in Sacramento 
where the budget deadline always 
comes and goes without a new 
state spending plan (both the guv 
and the Legislature left the Capitol 
last week for the Fourth of July hol¬ 
iday without approving a budget), 
was finding out that it was indeed 
the Republican legislators, not the 
Democratic majority, who were 
seemingly giving him the most 
trouble. Welcome to Sacramento 
big-time politics, Arnold. 

And in Washington, D.C., the 
GOP-controlled Senate is putting 
on a gay-marriage dance by an¬ 
nouncing plans to call for a vote 
next week on a constitutional 
amendment banning same-sex 
marriage. The measure is almost 
certain to fail, but Senate Majori¬ 
ty Leader Bill Frist (R-Tennessee) 
wants to force Democrats - most 
of whom oppose the amendment, 
as does the party’s presumptive 
presidential nominee, Massachu¬ 
setts Senator John Kerry - to put 
their opposition on record in the 
hope that the issue will hurt them 
this fall. Some GOP opponents of 
the amendment, however, are 
warning that Frist’s political ploy 
with same-sex marriage will put 
Republicans on the spot as well. 


Indeed, Senator Lincoln Chafee 
(R-Rhode Island) told Time mag¬ 
azine that he is organizing GOP 
moderates who oppose the 
amendment - and even some 
conservatives who object to tin¬ 
kering with the Constitution - to 
“send a message” to Frist and the 
Bush White House that it’s a los¬ 
ing cause. Even Senate Republi¬ 
cans predict that Frist will have 
trouble mustering a simple* ma¬ 
jority, much less the two-thirds 
needed to pass the amendment, 
but the GOP Senate majority 
leader is clearly taking his orders 
from Karl Rove and the White 
House on this one. 

More on same-sex marriage:. 
Readers may remember the Bay 
Area Reporter's articles a few 
months back when San Francisco 
Chronicle City Hall reporter 
Rachel Gordon and her spouse, 
Chronicle photographer Liz Man- 
gelsdorf, were bounced from the 
gay wedding beat in March, after 
the longtime couple wed. Now, 
Gordon, in an e-mail interview 
with Editor & Publisher’s Carl 
Sullivan, says she still disagrees 
with Chronicle management’s de¬ 
cision to ban her and Mangelsdorf 
from the story, though she under¬ 
stands the decision. “All Liz and I 
asked for was for the editors to 
keep an open mind and to listen 
to a differing perspective on the 
issue of conflict/potential conflict 
in this case. I am not confident 
they have,” Gordon told the mag¬ 
azine. “And that’s too bad. Perhaps 
in time they will - not necessarily 
change their minds, but at least re¬ 
spect the differences of opinion, 
which have been emerging.” 

Presidential politics: Hey, one 
can easily imagine John Kerry hit¬ 
ting the campaign trail on a bus 
tour of rural America, but Dick 
Cheney? The White House usual¬ 
ly has the hatchet-man veep safe¬ 
ly hunkered down in some undis¬ 
closed location, but, believe it or 
not, there was Cheney, wife 
Lynne, and 10-year-old grand¬ 
daughter Kate, boarding a bus in 
Cleveland last weekend, mingling 
with the common people as the 
highly-protected bus rolled 
through the hills of Ohio, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and West Virginia, with a 
tightly-scripted stop at the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame and more 
than a few not-so-public GOP 
fundraisers. Cheney’s campaign 
style, however, leaves a lot to be 
desired. The New York Times re¬ 
ported Monday that at a stop in 
Altoona, Pennsylvania, the veep 
didn’t handle the excited crowd 
too well. “You guys want to hear 
this speech or not?” he asked, not 
angrily but not quite kidding, ac-

Medical marijuana news roundup

: ' esidents of two East Bay 
cities will vote this fall on 
1 5 whether to liberalize laws 
regulating the use of marijuana. 

In Berkeley, voters will weigh 
in on a measure that would extend 
additional protections to patients 
who use medical cannabis. Spon¬ 
sors of the Patients Access to Med¬ 
ical Cannabis Act announced last 
week that they collected more 
than the 2,077 signatures required 
to qualify the initiative for the No¬ 
vember 2 ballot. 

The proposed act would over-,, 
turn Berkeley’s current 10-plant 
limit, allowing patient? to grow as 
much marijuana as they need. In 
addition, the measure would set 
up a review committee to oversee 
the city’s four medical cannabis 
dispensaries, and would direct the 
city to grow and distribute mari¬ 
juana to patients if the federal 
government closes the existing 
dispensaries. 

Activists began their signature 
drive this spring after the Berkeley 
City Council failed to endorse a 


proposal'by openly gay Council 
member Kriss Worthington to in¬ 
crease the number of allowable 
cannabis plants to 72. 

Next door in Oakland, voters 
will consider an initiative intend¬ 
ed to end the prohibition on mar¬ 
ijuana use for medical or non¬ 
medical purposes. 

The Oakland Cannabis Initia¬ 
tive would direct police and pros¬ 
ecutors to make marijuana law 
enforcement their lowest priority, 
and would ask the state to devise a 
system for taxing and regulating 
marijuana, but with stricter limits 
than those currently in place for 
alcohol. Under such a system mar¬ 
ijuana use would be limited to 
adults, would not be permitted in 
public places, and could not be 
publicly advertised. (For the full 
text of the initiative see 
www.taxandregulate.or g.) 

The Oakland Civil Liberties 
Alliance succeeded in gathering 
32,000 signatures - 12,000 more 
than needed to place the measure 
on the fall ballot. A poll taken this 
spring found that 70 percent of 
voters supported the initiative. 

The measure has already re¬ 


ceived the endorsements of Oak¬ 
land City Council member Nancy 
Nadel, Alameda County Supervi¬ 
sor Nate Miley, and state Senator 
John Vasconcellos (D-Santa 
Clara). 

“This is common sense policy,” 
openly lesbian elected official Re¬ 
becca Kaplan told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We’re spending money 
imprisoning nonviolent offenders 
when we don’t have enough pay 
schoolteachers.” 

Kaplan, a member of the AC 
Transit District Board of Direc¬ 
tors, compared the “conspiracy of 
silence” around marijuana prohi¬ 
bition to sentiments about 
sodomy laws. “It’s hard to find any 
argument that there’s any benefit 
to imprisoning people for private 
consensual behavior that doesn’t 
harm anyone else,” she said. “But 
people must get over their social 
discomfort in order for better pol¬ 
icy to emerge.” 

In related news, the U.S. 
Supreme Court announced on 
June 28 that it has decided to hear 
the Bush administration’s appeal 
of a Ninth Circuit Court ruling 
prohibiting the Department of 


Justice from interfering with state 
medical marijuana laws. The case 
will be heard during the court’s 
upcoming fall session. 

In December 2003, a three- 
judge panel from the Ninth Cir¬ 
cuit ruled in the Raich v. Ashcroft 
case that the federal government 
does not have constitutional au¬ 
thority to prosecute patients who 
use medical cannabis in states 
with medical marijuana laws, as 
long as no commercial transac¬ 
tions are involved and the 
cannabis is grown, obtained, and 
used within the same state. The 
justices issued an injunction pro¬ 
hibiting the federal government 
from taking action against pa¬ 
tients or their caregivers. In April, 
a U.S. district judge extended the 
ruling to patient cooperatives 
such as the Wo/Men’s Alliance for 
Medical Marijuana in Santa Cruz. 

“For both moral and constitu¬ 
tional reasons, the Supreme Court 
should uphold the Ninth Circuit’s 
ruling,” said Marijuana Policy 
Project Executive Director Robert 
Kampia. “Sick and suffering pa¬ 
tients should not have to live in 
fear of armed federal agents 


breaking down their doors to take 
away their medicine.” 

In the meantime, Congress is 
expected to vote this week on an 
appropriations bill amendment by 
Representatives Maurice Hinchey 
(D-New York) and Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-California) stat¬ 
ing that no funds allocated to the 
Justice Department may be used 
to interfere with patients’ access to 
cannabis in states with medical 
marijuana laws. California and 
eight other states currently have 
such laws. 

Last year the Hinchey- 
Rohrabacher amendment re¬ 
ceived 152 votes in the House - a 
number MPP’s Steve Fox charac¬ 
terized as “shockingly low” given 
that polls consistently show that 
70-80 percent of voters support 
medical marijuana laws. T

MjP he San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment and Community 
1 United Against Violence are 
asking any witnesses to an alleged 
hate crime attack in the South of 
Market District over Pride week¬ 
end to come forward. 

According to reports, on Sun¬ 
day June 27 at about 3:15 a.m., be¬ 
tween 11th and Folsom streets, five 
queer-identified women and one 
transgender male were on their 
way to a party when two male sus¬ 
pects began yelling antigay (to the 
male victim) and anti-lesbian (to 
the female victims) comments. 

One of the alleged verbal ha¬ 
rasses, an African American male, 
left the scene as it started to heat 
up. However, the white male, iden¬ 
tified as Bryant Kirchner, allegedly 
continued harassing the group, 
and then physically attacked sever¬ 
al people. As Kirchner attempted 
to flee he was successfully detained 
by the transgender male who held 
him until police arrived. Several 
neighbors and other potential wit¬ 
nesses stopped to help the victims. 
Some of the victims sustained in¬ 
juries, including a broken nose, 
black eyes, and soreness around 
the head and face. 

Kirchner is still in custody and 
being held on several felony aggra¬ 
vated assault charges for a bail of 
$500,000, according to SFPD In¬ 
spector Sally DeHaven with the 
hate crimes unit. 

“It’s a big bail, because there are 
a lot of charges, and the DA felt it 
was warranted,” said DeHaven, 
who added that she has not seen a 
case like this in a while. “It’s an un¬ 
fortunate situation.” 

Kirchner is scheduled to be ar¬ 
raigned Friday July 9, at the Hall of 
Justice, 850 Bryant Street, at 9 a.m. 
in Department 11.

And, of course, they claim that their only goal is to 
make sure that there's justice in the world and blah-blah-blah-blah- 
blah. 

The group freely admits that while they have any number of demands 
for Natali that they didn't speak with him directly about these com¬ 
plaints in advance of the press conference. In fact, the group’s 
spokesperson essentially said that before he'd be willing to speak to 
Natali that he wants Natali to respond to the allegations with promis¬ 
es to adjust his business practices. 

SF-Badlands has been around for FOUR YEARS! In that time, the 
place has remained pretty much the same. So, we're either to be¬ 
lieve that Natali recently changed his business practices and blacks 
noticed or we're to believe that black men have been putting up 
with this crap for four years and it's just now that we've had it up 
to here! 

I'm not buying it! 

There's concern by some that Natali will change the Pendulum into 
something other than a dump and thus drive out it's current customer 
base...These attacks on Natali and SF-Badlands come across as a 
very thinly veiled attempt to negatively impact the transfer of the Pen¬ 
dulum's liquor license to Natali. Unfortunately, the people behind this 
have chosen some pretty hot-button issues in order to affect getting 
this done.

S ometime the week of July 12 
the U.S. Senate will likely 
vote on the proposed Feder¬ 
al Marriage Amendment, which 
would ban gay marriage across the 
nation. Since few observers believe 
the amendment will get the requi¬ 
site two-thirds super-majority 
needed to pass, the vote will be 
a cynical attempt by Repub 
lican leaders to make gay 
marriage a campaign 
issue. Any Democrat 
who votes against the amend¬ 
ment is likely to be baited on 
the issue in the fu¬ 
ture. John, Kerry 
must rise to the bait. 

Let’s be clear 
where the blame for this atrocious 
amendment lies. It is squarely on 
the shoulders of the GOP, where all 
antigay rhetoric and legislation in 
this country are born. Despite the 
strenuous efforts of the Alliance for 
Marriage to make the FMA seem a 
bipartisan cause, the sponsors are 
overwhelmingly Republican.

came in promising big, soothing 
us with nice words, but delivered 
little and signed the two most anti¬ 
gay pieces of federal legislation 
ever enacted. “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” was a direct consequence of 
his willingness to talk like a big guy 
and pay like a little guy. He pro¬ 
posed lifting what had been an ex¬ 
ecutive policy banning military 
service by open homosexuals, 
then retreated as soon as he 
encountered resistance. 

The Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act, which banned 
federal recognition of gay 
marriages, was even worse. 
Clinton signed the bill as if 
ashamed of it, and 
then touted his sup¬ 
port on Christian 
radio stations. In typi¬ 
cal Clinton fashion, he wanted to 
have his cake and eat it, too. Democ¬ 
rats almost completely abandoned 
us on both DADT and DOMA. 


Cheney during the 2000 campaign 
(but retracted this year). 

But Kerry has not been all light 
and truth on gay marriage. He op¬ 
poses it, he says, because, well, he 
just believes marriage is between a 
man and a woman and, you know, 
it’s a sacrament. It’s the sort of 
stammering response you get 
from someone who’s saying some¬ 
thing just because he thinks it’s 
good politics. I suppose that’s bet¬ 
ter than being opposed in princi¬ 
ple to gay marriage because at 
least it augurs a change when the 
wind shifts. But it doesn’t say 
much for Kerry’s ability to lead. 

Worse, Kerry supported 
amending the Massachusetts 
Constitution to ban gay marriage 
as long as civil unions were al¬ 
lowed. Think about that for a mo¬ 
ment. If the position of the De¬ 
mocrats’ standard-bearer were 
adopted universally, the result 
would be to ban gay marriage in 


Kerry’s vote against the Federal 
Marriage Amendment would be a 
start. It’s the least he can do. 


On DOMA, there were exactly 
14 dissenters among Senate De¬ 
mocrats. One of them was John 
Kerry. Kerry said that he opposed 
DOMA because it was “nothing 
more than gay-bashing on the 
floor of the Senate.” (He also said 
he thought DOMA was unconsti¬ 
tutional, a view he’s since retract¬ 
ed.) He was right. There was no 
good reason for DOMA, even if 
ope opposed gay marriage on pol¬ 
icy grounds. Gay marriage was 
legal nowhere in the country in 
1996. There was little likelihood 
states would be forced to recog¬ 
nize other states’ gay marriages, 
even if it became legal somewhere. 

Similarly, there is no good rea¬ 
son to support the FMA, even if 
one opposes gay marriage. Sure, 
gay marriage is now legal in one 
state, Massachusetts. But that is 
Massachusetts’ business; the states 
have always defined marriage as 
they see fit. And if it’s judicial ac¬ 
tivism that bothers you, the states 
are responsible for policing the ex¬ 
cesses of their own courts, as they 
always have been. So when the 
FMA comes up for a vote the week 
of July 12, it will be, to borrow a 
phrase, “nothing more than gay¬ 
bashing on the floor of the Senate.” 

Kerry has announced he oppos¬ 
es the FMA. He thinks the matter 
should be left to the states, which is 
the sensible position taken by Dick 


all 50 states. That’s just what the 
FMA would accomplish. 

So when the Senate votes on the 
FMA, where will Kerry be? Up to 
now, he’s been spending all his time 
moving around the country cam¬ 
paigning and raising money, which 
is perfectly understandable for a 
candidate in a tight race against a 
well-funded incumbent president. 
He’s missed a lot of votes over the 
past few months. But he has come 
back to Washington to vote when it 
really mattered to him. 

Well, a lot of the money he’s 
been raising the past few months 
has come from gay people. I sug¬ 
gest that when the FMA comes up 
for a vote, he take a break from 
taking our money. This isn’t a vote 
on an appropriation for a new 
post office in Poughkeepsie. It’s 
about stamping second-class sta¬ 
tus for gay Americans into our 
most sacred political document. 

This election, we must get 
more from the Democrats than 
kind words. We must start to de¬ 
mand real commitment and real 
progress. Kerry’s vote against the 
FMA would be a start. It’s the least 
he can do. T

ver the last year Magnet has 
pulled gay men into its Cas¬ 
tro location not just for HIV 
testing or STD checkups, but for 
art openings, dating lectures, and 
most recently, a salon for crystal 
meth users. 

In the 12 months it has been 
open - the gay men’s health cen¬ 
ter marks its first birthday Friday, 
July 9 - Magnet has surpassed its 
founders’ expectations and is 
being touted by health officials as 
a model needed in some of the 
city’s other neighborhoods. 

“It is a great model. We need it 
in the Polk, South of Market, and 
the Bayview. It is a great model of 
getting community members and 
various communities in the city to 
say ‘How do we best address our 
health care needs?”’ said Steven 
Tierney, the health department’s 
director of HIV prevention. 

Last summer when Magnet 
opened its doors, the center’s ex¬ 
ecutive director, Steven Gibson, 
kept his expectations low. He 
hoped 1,200 gay and bisexual men 
would seek out Magnet’s menu of 
health services in its first year. In¬ 
stead, as of this week, the center 
has seen more than 3,000 men.

thought,” said Gibson. 

Originally open only four days 
a week - Wednesday through Sat¬ 
urday - Magnet is now open Tues¬ 
days as well. The staff set the 
hours from noon to 6 p.m. so that 
men who work in the restaurant 
or bar business would be able to 
come in before their 4 p.m. shifts. 

Magnet hopes to offer rapid HIV 
testing this August and is in talks to 
begin offering hepatitis B screening 
and anal Pap smears. Also Gibson 
said, “We may extend our hours de¬ 
pending on how grants go.” 

Myth shattered 

Magnet’s success, argue Gibson 
and Tierney, dispels the myth that 
gay men do not care about their 
health. 

“I think it is an important mes¬ 
sage to the gay community that a 
group of gay men got together 
and put together this idea and 
turned it into a working center by 
gay men for gay men,” said Tier¬ 
ney. “The message there is we take 
care of ourselves and each other, 
that is the important thing.” 

Gibson added that the notion 
that gay men value their health 
and that of their partners is, in a 
certain respect, a radical statement 
to make. 

“Oftentimes when you read the 
mainstream or gay press, the 
headlines don’t say gay men value 
their health. It tends to be all 
about HIV rates on the rise, bare- 
back sex, or crystal meth,” he said. 
“If you were visiting from anoth¬ 
er planet and read these headlines 
you wouldn’t think gay men cared 
about their health.” 

Turning an old pharmacy 
building on 18th Street a few feet 
up from Castro Street into a 
health center, Gibson and his staff 
set out to change that mispercep¬ 
tion. They created a space where 
gay sex is celebrated and HIV is 
seen as only part of gay men’s 
health paradigm. In addition to 
STDs, the community group of 
gay men advising Magnet wanted 
it to also build a sense of commu¬ 
nity and address topics like self¬ 
esteem, depression, and drug use. 

“We are defining gay men’s 
health as mind, body, and spirit, 
not just diseases. HIV is certainly 
part of our lives but it is not the 
defining aspect of our lives. Our 
health is more broad than positive 
or negative,” explained Gibson. 

Magnet offers free hypnother¬ 
apy sessions the second and third 
Tuesdays of the month as well as 


ear acupuncture by the Immune 
Enhancement Project each 
Wednesday afternoon' and mas¬ 
sage on Friday afternoons. 

To enrich the mind, Magnet 
has hosted lectures and art open¬ 
ings. This month it is displaying 
the surviving naurals from the 
Bulldog Baths, on loan from the 
GLBT Historical Society. The mu¬ 
rals, painted onto the drywall and 
recovered after the infamous bath¬ 
house was closed, offer a rare sight 
into gay history from the 1970s to 
80s. On Friday nights Magnet 
hosts a lounge from 7 to 9 p.m., 
where a DJ sets up his turntables 
in its storefront window and men 
are invited to just hang out. 

The center also launched a 
popular open mike night called 
Smack Dab, hosted by Kirk Read 
and Larry-bob Roberts. The free 
events offer performers five min¬ 
utes to dazzle the audience with 
their words, music, or comedy. 
The next Smack Dab will take 
place Wednesday, July 21 from 
7:30 to 9:30 p.m. 

This month Magnet began 
hosting Faerie Heart Circles, 
which give men an opportunity to 
come together with other gay men 
to speak from the heart about sex¬ 
uality, spirituality, identity, com¬ 
munity, and emotions. And it is 
hosting Tina’s Cafe, produced by 
Tweaker.org, a monthly social for 
queer men in San Francisco who 
are tackling crystal use. 

Everything at Magnet is free 
though donations are requested. 
In its first year, Gibson said the 
center has raised nearly $15,000 in 
donations alone. For those who 
have given more than $100, Mag¬ 
net is hosting a private reception 
to thank them. 

Magnet opened its doors 
through a grant from Bristol- 
Myers Squibb, which the pharma¬ 
ceutical giant gave to the city sev¬ 
eral years ago. Gibson said the cen¬ 
ter is set to receive its final install¬ 
ment of $135,000 this summer. 
The city’s STD control branch 
raised its funding to Magnet this 
year to $172,000 from $98,000. 

The center will be a beneficiary 
in this year’s AIDS Walk, where it 
has its own contingent registered, 
and won a $10,000 grant from 
GlaxoSmithKline. Magnet is also 
applying to be a beneficiary at 
next year’s Academy of Friends 
fundraiser.

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, 
drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams. These feelings tend to go away after taking the 
medication for a few weeks. A small number of patients 
have reported severe depression, strange thoughts, or 


angry behavior. There have been a few reports of suicide 
but it is not known if SUSTIVA (efavirenz) was the cause. 
Rash is another common side effect. Rashes usually go 
away without any change in treatment. Rash may be a 
serious problem in some children. If you or your child 
develop a rash, call your doctor right away. 

Women should not become pregnant or breastfeed 
while taking SUSTIVA. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients 
taking anti-HIV medicines. The cause and long-term 
effects are not known at this time. 

You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably 
at bedtime. Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the 
amount of medicine jn your body, which may increase 
the frequency of side effects. Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime 
may make some side effects less bothersome.

REYATAZ ™ (RAY-ah-taz) 

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) 

Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate). Read the section "What important 
information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other 
medicines?" 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start 
using it and each time you get a refill. There may be new information. 
This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include 
everything there is to know about your medicine. This information does 
not take the place of talking with your healthcare provider about your 
medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV medicines 
to treat people who are infected with the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome (AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a 
protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight 
infection. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, AIDS develops. 
REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for 
the HIV virus to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your 
blood, help your body keep its supply of CD4 (T) cells, and reduce the 
risk of death and illness associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no 
cure for HIV infection. People taking REYATAZ may still get opportunistic 
infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. 
Opportunistic infections are infections that develop because the 
immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) 
infections. It is very important that you see your healthcare 
provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other 
people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important 
to always practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom 
or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, 
vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?") Serious 
life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you take 
REYATAZ, tell your healthcare provider about all medicines you are 
taking or planning to take. These include other prescription and 
nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active 
ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end of this leaflet for a 
complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your healthcare provider 
if you think you have had an allergic reaction to any of these 
ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 
Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not 

known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn baby. Pregnant women 
have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with 
other HIV medicines called nucleoside analogues. You and your 
healthcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. If 
you use REYATAZ while you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare 
provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are 
HIV-positive because of the chance of passing HIV to your baby. Also, 
it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can 
harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk 
with your healthcare provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B 
or C virus. See "What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• About all the medicines you take including prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. Keep a 
list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare provider. 
For more information, see "What important information should I 
know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?" and "Who 
should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can cause serious side 
effects if you also take REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your 
healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider will prescribe the 
amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. Your dose will depend on 
your liver function and on the other anti-HIV medicines that you are 
taking. REYATAZ is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you 
are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA® (efavirenz) or with VIREAD® 
(tenofovir disoproxil fumarate), you should also be taking NORVIR® 
(ritonavir). 


• Always take REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) with food (a meal 
or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. Do 
not open the capsules. Try to take REYATAZ at the same time each 
day. 

• If you are taking antacids or Videx® (didanosine) Chewable/ 
Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 2 hours before or 
1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. It is important to stay under 
a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from 
your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is important not to run out of 
REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible and then 
take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If, however, it is 
within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next 
dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses of REYATAZ 
or your other anti-HIV medicines 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call your 
healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. 
REYATAZ should not be used in babies under the age of 3 months. 
What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new 
or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. If you have 
questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your 
healthcare provider may be able to help you manage these side 
effects. 

REYATAZ can cause the following side effects: 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to 
increases in bilirubin levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by the 
liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or the white part of 
your eyes turn yellow. Although these effects may not be damaging 
to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your healthcare 
provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). 

Call your healthcare provider right away if you get dizzy or 
lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes 
happen in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines like REYATAZ. 
Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while 
others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes 
medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver 
disease may get worse when you tqke anti-HIV qiedicines like 
REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems 
with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• a serious condition called lactic acidosis syndrome (a severe 
buildup of an acid in the blood that sometimes causes death). Some 
people who have taken REYATAZ with anti-HIV medicines called 
nucleoside analogues have developed lactic acidosis syndrome. 
Lactic acidosis syndrome has happened more in people who are 
female or obese (very overweight). Lactic acidosis syndrome is a 
medical emergency and must be treated in the hospital. Call your 
healthcare provider right away and do not continue to take 
REYATAZ and your other anti-HIV medicines unless instructed to 
by your healthcare provider if you get any of the following signs 
of lactic acidosis syndrome: 

•You have persistent nausea, vomiting, or unusual or unexpected 
stomach discomfort,. 

•You feel very weak and tired, 

•You have trouble breathing, 

•You have weakness, especially in your arms and legs. 

• changes in body fat. These changes may include an increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines include nausea; headache; rash; stomach pain; vomiting; 
diarrhea; depression; fever; increased cough; dizziness; trouble 
sleeping; pain; tiredness; back pain; numbness, tingling, or burning of 
hands or feet; and joint pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ 
with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not all 
brands may be listed; tell your healthcare provider about all the 
medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life- 
threatening side effects or death when used with these 
medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and 
methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, 
ergotrate maleate, Methergine®, and others (used for migraine 
headaches). 

• Halcion® (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• Versed® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• Orap® (pimozide, used forTourette’s disorder). 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of 
possible serious side effects: 

• Camptosar® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 


• Vascor® (bepridil, used for high blood pressure). 

• Crixivan® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and 
Crixivan sometimes cause increased levels of bilirubin in the blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ (atazanavir 
sulfate) because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to 
REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or 
Rifamate®, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a 
dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers 
such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), Nexium® (esomeprazole), Prevacid® 
(lansoprazole), Prilosec® (omeprazole), or Protonix® (pantoprazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to 
monitor your therapy more closely: 

• Cialis® (tadalafil), Levitra® (vardenafil), or Viagra® (sildenafil). REYATAZ 
may increase the chances of serious side effects that can happen 
with Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra. Do not use Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra 
while you are taking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells 
you it is okay. 

• Lipitor® (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious side 
effects if you take REYATAZ with this cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: Cordarone® (amiodarone), 
lidocaine, quinidine (also known as Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and 
others). 

• Coumadin® (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® 
(desipramine), Sinequan® (doxepin), Surmontil® (trimipramine), 
Tofranil® (imipramine), or Vivactil® (protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: Sandimmune® or 
Neoral® (cyclosporine), Rapamune® (sirolimus), or Prograf® 
(tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or 
dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other medicine: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir). 

• Norvir® (ritonavir). 

• Sustiva® (efavirenz). 

• Videx® (didanosine) or antacids. 

• Viread® (tenofovir disoproxil fumarate). 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as Cardizem® orTiazac® (diltiazem), 
Covera-HS® or Isoptin SR® (verapamil) and others. 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin). 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”). 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as Axid® 
(nizatidine), Pepcid AC® (famotidine), Tagamet® (cimetidine), or 
Zantac® (ranitidine). 

Remember: 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your healthcare 
provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F (15° to 
30° C). Do not store this medicine in a damp place such as a 
bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed by 
flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 
This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not 
use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not give REYATAZ to other 
people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may harm 
them. Keep REYATAZ and all medicines out of the reach of children 
and pets. 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about 
REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are 
not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no written 
summary can replace careful discussion with your healthcare provider.

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FMA heads for 
a vote of sorts

WjP he Federal Marriage Amend¬ 
ment will come up for de¬ 
bate in the Senate and a vote 
- sort of - during the week of July 
12. Both Republicans and Democ¬ 
rats are maneuvering so as to spin 
the procedures and the resulting 
vote to their advantage. It is not 
clear that either party or their 
community allies have the best in¬ 
terests of the gay community at 
the center of those maneuvers. 

The way it looks like things will 
play out is that Republicans will 
offer the FMA and open debate on 
July 13. Democrats will denounce 
the FMA as distracting from busi¬ 
ness that the Senate should be ad¬ 
dressing and will offer pet legisla¬ 
tion as amendments that they 
haven’t been able to get through 
otherwise, such as an increase in 
the minimum wage. Those add¬ 
ons will be voted up or down. 

The following day there is like¬ 
ly to be a vote on cloture - the pro¬ 
cedure to cut off debate, prevent 
consideration of further amend¬ 
ments, and vote for real on the 
FMA. That requires 60 votes. The 
cloture vote is likely to be essential¬ 
ly along party lines, and since Re¬ 
publicans have such a slim margin 
of control in the Senate, it will fail. 
And the FMA is likely to disappear 
from the Senate for the remainder 
of this session of Congress. 

These political gymnastics will 
allow the Republican leadership to 
preserve a semblance of unity 1116 
when in fact they likely would lose 
a number of their senators who 
oppose tinkering with the Consti¬ 
tution. 

Social conservatives will spin it 
as a vote against traditional mar¬ 
riage by Democrats. 

And shaky Democrats locked 
in tough re-election campaigns 
will be able to tell the gay com¬ 
munity that they defended its 
honor, even while telling folks 
back home, “Hey I think that mar¬ 
riage is between a man and a 
woman.” 

The gay community will at 
least gain a respite from having to 
deal with the FMA, and groups 
like the Human Rights Campaign 
can laud their Democratic allies 
for a procedural vote that avoided 
putting them on the spot with the 
tough question of amending the 
Constitution. 

What is lost is the opportunity 


to demonstrate just how far short 
of the two-thirds majority the 
FMA really is from passage. Some 
head counts have suggested that a 
true vote on it might even fall 
short of 50 votes. 

In discussing the scenario with 
reporters from the gay press Tues¬ 
day, July 6, Cheryl Jacques, presi¬ 
dent of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, said, “We are casting this - 
as are our enemies - that this is 
absolutely a vote on the FMA, this 
is not a procedural vote, this is a 
substantive vote.” 

Christopher Labonte, HRC’s 
legislative director, said, “Obvi¬ 
ously the Democrats don’t want 
this to come up to a vote and will 
filibuster” on the FMA. Deputy 
political director Barbara Menard 
explained, “The Democrats feel 
that the Congress should be fo¬ 
cused on other issues. [The clo¬ 
ture vote for Republicans] is-as 
much about cutting off debate 
and forcing a vote as it is about 
cutting off non-germane amend¬ 
ments.” 

Senator John Kerry (D-Massa- 
chusetts) has missed a large por¬ 
tion of Senate votes as he has cam¬ 
paigned for the presidency. When 
asked whether Kerry will be pre¬ 
sent to vote on this measure, 
Jacques strongly asserted, “He will 
be there.” 

“It isn’t just about narrowly de¬ 
feating this measure, it’s about 
winning soundly, sending a clear 
message to the House and to the 
states [considering state constitu¬ 
tional amendments] tha‘t discrim¬ 
ination is wrong.” 

Jacques wants the November 
election results to be seen as, 
“President Bush and other leaders 
played the gay card as aggressively 
as they could and it failed; it blew 
up in their face.” 

“It is unconscionable even to 
have a vote on such a homopho¬ 
bic piece of legislation, it should¬ 
n’t even come up on the floor of 
the Senate,” Michael Bauer, a gay 
Democratic consultant and 
fundraiser based in Chicago. “I’d 
rather see the thing filibustered” 
than voted on. 

“Tom Daschle has told me that 
he will lead the Democratic Cau¬ 
cus in turning this down,” Bauer 
said. 

There had been rumors that 
Daschle (South Dakota), the Sen¬ 
ate minority leader who’s locked 
in a tight re-election campaign, 
might actually vote for the FMA,

and others might follow. 

As reported last week, the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors ducked 
taking a position on die FMA. The 
mayors of Boston, Chicago, and 
San Francisco had cosponsored a 
resolution opposing the measure 
and it breezed through the Crim¬ 
inal and Social Justice Committee 
with unanimous consent. 

But the full body balked on 
June 28, voting 46 to 44 to table 
the motion. Observers said they 
just didn’t want to deal with the 
issue when many are heading into 
a re-election campaign. However, 
it also demonstrated that attempts 
to ban gay marriage do not have 
the supermajority necessary to 
amend the Constitution. 

Meanwhile, the man who is 
perhaps the most popular Repub¬ 
lican in the nation, California 
Governor Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger, said, “I don’t care one way or 
the other,” when it comes to gay 
people getting married. 

The Catholic Church went on 
record as supporting the FMA and 
urged its adherents to lobby for its 
passage. Bishop Wilton Gregory, 
president of the U.S. Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, took that step 
in a June 25 letter to his fellow 
bishops and a statement released 
to the press. 

The Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion also has endorsed the FMA, 
while 26 other religious denomi¬ 
nations have gone on record as 
opposing it. 

Social conservatives allied with 
James Dobson and Focus on the 
Family are organizing “Marriage 
Protection Sunday” on July llto 
stir up lobbying pressure from the 
pulpit in favor of the amendment. 

Those efforts to date, including 
an expensive satellite hookup to 
rally churchgoers and print adver¬ 
tising in key Senate races, have 
generated surprisingly little re¬ 
sponse from the grassroots. The 
political newspaper The Hill quot¬ 
ed Daschle spokesman Dan Pfeif¬ 
fer as saying, “We’ve heard from 
almost no one” on this issue. ▼

agnosis was that Misquez suffered 
from “general anxiety disorder,” a 
common psychological condition 
and no excuse for murder. Graves 
added that Franklin purposely 
downplayed Misquez’s history of 
“beating up” his friends. 

According to a transcript of the 
chat between Misquez and 
DeChavez, both 22 at the time of 
the killing, the men had met at 
least once before and had planned 
to meet another time but 
DeChavez never showed up. 
When first questioned by police, 
Misquez insisted that he went to 
DeChavez’s house in July 2001 to 
help him move and that 
DeChavez initiated sex but he 
wasn’t interested. He was unaware 
at that time that police had a copy 
of his Internet chat with 


DeChavez in which he made it 
clear that he wanted to meet 
DeChavez for sex. 

Graves told jurors that Mis¬ 
quez deserves nothing less than a 
first-degree murder conviction. 

Public defense attorney Laurie 
Mont told jurors that Misquez’s 
actions were not deliberate or 
planned but were committed in a 
moment of fury and rage. She in¬ 
sisted there wasn’t sufficient evi¬ 
dence to justify a murder convic¬ 
tion. Mont reminded jurors that a 
very high standard of proof is re¬ 
quired before anyone can be con¬ 
victed of a crime. 

Mont suggested that 
manslaughter, not murder, is the 
more appropriate charge because 
the killing was committed in the 
heat of passion. 

Mont went out of her way to 
tell jurors of her personal support 
for gay rights, including her sup¬ 
port of gay marriage. She said that 


homophobia in society - and in 
Misquez’s peer group - ultimately 
played a major part in the killing. 
She added that he had no gay role 
models, was unsophisticated, and 
had been described by a doctor at 
Kaiser and others as being “slow.” 
The defense attorney told jurors 
that her client suffered from a his¬ 
tory of paranoia. 

At the time of the killing, she 
said he was having a lot of financial 
problems, with a girlfriend and 
two small children to support, and 
suffering from “sexual conflict.” 

“His world is falling apart,” 
Mont said. “He’s a walking time 
bomb. He’s a recipe for disaster.” 

Mont said that when Misquez 
attacked DeChavez, he believed he 
was about to be raped. She said 
Misquez also felt humiliated be¬ 
cause he couldn’t achieve an erec¬ 
tion and that DeChavez continued 
to pressure him into having more 
sexual activity. T

board, said Harris. And while she 
has not done the demographics 
and thus does not know how 
many of the 105 attorneys on staff 
are LGBT, Harris did say that she 
will take an active role in recruit¬ 
ing and keeping such staff. 

“I’m sensitive to it as an issue, 
and it’s important to me to make 
sure this office reflects the corp- 
munities that are impacted by the 
work we do,” said Harris. “It’s also 
important to me to continuously 
have people representing those 
people who are under-represent¬ 
ed. A lot of the work I’ve been - 
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doing and will always do is out¬ 
reach. A lot of communities, by 
circumstance or history of preju¬ 
dice against them, don’t trust law 
enforcement. And whenever you 
have communities of people that 
are isolated and also don’t trust 
law enforcement, you have vic¬ 
timization that is going without 
consequence.” 

Of Harris’s executive staff, one 
of her three top-level assistants is 
LGBT: openly lesbian Knutzen, 
who manages what Harris consid¬ 
ers to be critical to a successful 
DA’s office: the office itself. 

Knutzen has used her consider¬ 
able technological skills to over¬ 
haul the department’s organiza¬ 
tional system, or lack thereof; upon 
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arrival, two-thirds of the attorneys 
did not have e-mail, many did not 
have phones, and the majority of 
the office computers were from 
1998. These are basics on which 
Knutzen has refused to compro¬ 
mise, and she has been able to tack¬ 
le most of the problems, while 
awaiting future budget allocations. 
And Knutzen’s achievements, said 
Harris, have brought not just effi¬ 
ciency, but justice. 

“If I had to point to one person 
who was singularly most impor¬ 
tant to this new administration, 
and to the work and the success 
we have been able to accomplish 
so far, it’s Martha,” said Harris, 
noting that the details of how to 
make a DA’s office professional 
may induce yawns, but they are 
essential. “It’s about paying atten¬ 
tion to the fact that lawyers don’t 
have computers or telephones or 
e-mail, that there are boxes upon 
boxes of files sitting in the hall¬ 
ways of this office, and that each 
one of those files represents a per¬ 
son who might go to jail or a vic¬ 
tim whose voice needs to be heard 
in the system.” 

Upon taking office, said Harris, 
there were 74 backlogged homi¬ 
cide cases, some of which were 
four years old. Unresolved cases, 
she noted, indicate delayed justice 
as well as bad economics: suspects 
awaiting trial in county jail cost 
the city $30,000 per year. 

Yet in just six months, with the 
help of the Valerie McGuire, the 
newly appointed head of the 
homicide division, 30 percent of 
those cases have been prosecuted. 
As a number, said Harris, “it’s as 
many cases as they prosecuted all 
of last year.” 

Harris has also thrown her en¬ 
ergy into drug court - recently 
dismissing charges for dozens of 
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dinner (on us) and chat 
about internet hook¬ 
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defendants who completed treat¬ 
ment programs - and community 
courts, which operate upon a “vil¬ 
lage elders” concept and handle 
non-violent misdemeanors in 
their neighborhoods. Her efforts 
to stop drug and weapon traffick¬ 
ing, she said, will remain focused 
on the suppliers. 

Prosecuting hate crimes will 
also be a priority for her office, she 
said. In May, she vocally objected 
to Judge Kay Tsenin’s leniency 
with defendant Jack Broughton, 
who in February pleaded guilty to 
hate crime assault for beating two 
women outside the San Francisco 
Drag King contest in 2002. Tsenin 
sentenced him to one year of 
house arrest despite the violent 
felony conviction. 

While Harris said her office has 
not yet encountered any type of 
“gay panic” defense, she is always 
aware of the need to combat igno¬ 
rance. 

Across the bay, a Hayward jury 
in the trial against the three men 
accused of killing East Bay trans¬ 
gender teenager Gwen Araujo 
could not agree to convict the de¬ 
fendants of murder, resulting in a 
mistrial. Although praised for its 
dedication to the case, the Alame¬ 
da County District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice also was the target of criticism 
by activists and Araujo’s family, 
who believed that the prosecution 
should have done more to educate 
the jury about transgender lives 
and identities. A gay panic defense 
was used in this case to paint 
Araujo as a man in disguise who 
had betrayed the defendants and 
“tricked” them into having homo¬ 
sexual sex, and while the tactic did 
not secure an acquittal, it did at 
least convince the jury that the 
killing was emotionally driven 
enough to rule out premeditated, 
first-degree murder. 

Harris said she knows and re¬ 
spects the work of the prosecutor 
in that case, Alameda County 
Deputy District Attorney Chris 
Lamiero. She did not follow the 
case closely enough to make a 
judgment about how it was pros¬ 
ecuted, but in general, she said, 
educating a jury on unfamiliar is¬ 
sues is a good rule of thumb. 

“Think about the evolution 
around of the law around crime, 
and syndromes, like ‘battered 
women’s syndrome’... it was a bat¬ 
tle to get courts and judges to ac¬ 
cept evidence of the battered 
women’s syndrome. Why was it 
important for a jury to hear evi¬ 
dence of battered women’s syn¬ 


drome? So that they could put in 
context the statements or de¬ 
meanor of a victim,” said Harris. 
“It is important to educate jurors, 
and in criminal cases, it can be 
very important and relevant when 
we’re asking the jury to interpret 
the conduct of people.” 

Controversy 

There have been some in¬ 
evitable controversies and con¬ 
flicts that come with political of¬ 
fice, but Harris’s accomplishments 
and track record seem to indicate 
that she is right on target with her 
goals for her office and the city. 

“I personally had my own 
doubts,” said Michael Goldstein, 
president of the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, which 
endorsed her opponent Hallinan 
in the election. Goldstein said that 
Harris has proven herself to him 
and his club, with her positions on 
medical marijuana, free speech for 
activists, and recently, the death 
penalty, where she has been “a 
stand-up kind of woman.” 

In April, Officer Isaac Es¬ 
pinoza, 29, was shot to death in 
the Bayview neighborhood as he 
was getting out of his car. Harris 
received every law enforcement 
and public safety endorsement in 
the DA’s race during her campaign 
and was clearly opposed to the 
death penalty, but when she did 
not seek it against Espinoza’s al¬ 
leged killer David Hill, 21, those 
groups - including representatives 
from the Pride Alliance, the LGBT 
officers association - were on tele¬ 
vision as Police Officer Associa¬ 
tion President Gary Delagnes 
publicly condemned her and 
asked state Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer to take over prosecution 
of the case. Scott Hoey-Custock of 
the Pride Alliance did not have a 
comment for this story. 

Lockyer refused to step in, not¬ 
ing that Harris analyzed the evi¬ 
dence of the case before making 
her decision. And most San Fran¬ 
ciscans backed Harris’s decision; a 
recent poll had 70 percent of vot¬ 
ers supporting her firm stance. 

“It’s been interesting,” said Har¬ 
ris, noting that a number of peo¬ 
ple have approached her to ap¬ 
plaud her consistency on the mat¬ 
ter even while firmly disagreeing 
with her anti-death penalty stance. 

Tensions between her office 
and police officers have “dissipat¬ 
ed,” said Harris, and even when 
they were running high, she said, 
they never interfered with the day- 
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nizations provide services such as 
health care for low-income clients, 
needle exchange, employment 
counseling, youth outreach pro¬ 
grams, legal assistance, and cul¬ 
turally appropriate HlV-preven- 
tion efforts in communities of 
color, according to a statement. 
Grant distribution is dependent 
on a lot of factors, said Horizons 
Foundation’s Doughty, including 
client numbers, programs offered, 
need, organizational performance, 
and the capacity to carry out its 
programs. The full list of awardees 
can be found at www.horizons- 
foundation.org/grants/grantees/ 
2004/. 

Unlike last year’s $10,000 cap 
on grants, there will be no official 
limit set this year, although the av¬ 
erage of all awards is roughly 
$10,000, and the most frequent 
levels of award fall into the $5,000 
to $10,000 range. Last year, some 
organizations such as Continuum 
reportedly received as little as 
$2,500. Horizons is not releasing 
how much each organization has 
been awarded this year until it can 


be sure that AIDS Walk 2004 ful¬ 
fills its projections. 

“If things fall perilously short 
the amount will be adjusted,” said 
Doughty. “That’s why it’s impor¬ 
tant we get out there and walk.” 

Barring something drastic, 
however, Horizons is prepared to 
celebrate this grant cycle. 

“In this time of unprecedented 
cuts in government HIV/AIDS 
funding, Horizons is especially 
honored to bring much-needed 
resources to these outstanding or¬ 
ganizations,” said Doughty. 
“Events like the AIDS Walk and 
AIDS Marathon are more impor¬ 
tant than ever before—unfortu¬ 
nately, the need for services does¬ 
n’t decline just because govern¬ 
ment funding is slashed.” 

Next Sunday’s AIDS Walk fea¬ 
tures tens of thousands of walkers 
in Golden Gate Park for a 10K 
event beginning and ending in 
Sharon Meadow. Individuals, 
friends, families, organizations, 
and coworkers will participate by 
securing sponsorships to raise 
money for necessary HIV/AIDS 
services. People can still sign up to 
participate.

ormer Ambassador James 
Hormel, the first openly gay 
i man to serve in such a role, 
has given a “Pride challenge” grant 
to the LGBT Community Center, 
agreeing to match community do¬ 
nations up to $50,000 made be¬ 
tween now and October 1. 

Hormel will match any dona¬ 
tion of $35 up to $2,500 in order 
to boost individual giving to the 
center. The money will be ear¬ 
marked for the center’s opera¬ 
tional expenses. 

The $100,000 expected from 
the challenge grant is in addition 
to $350,000 the center has raised 
in the last four months from indi¬ 
viduals and corporate grants. 
With the additional support, the 
center has increased its revenue 
from last year by 75 percent. 

“The recent increased support

searchers did point to one “statis¬ 
tically significant” finding among 
the men who received the inten¬ 
sive counseling. The study found 
a 20.5 percent decrease in high- 
risk behavior among this group 
over the study’s four years. 

“That is important to point 
out. It did show a reduction in the 
highest risk sexual behaviors. If 
the trial had gone on longer, and 
there was more people, it may 
have shown a higher reduction in 
HIV rates,” said Colfax. 

When researchers constructed 
the study in 1999, which involved 
4,295 uninfected MSM at high 
risk for HIV infection in six major 
U.S. cities, including 735 in San 
Francisco, they hoped that inten¬ 
sive one-on-one counseling that 
addressed substance use, self-es¬ 
teem, and negotiating safe sex 
would keep more men negative 
than standard counseling and 
testing. 

The men in the intervention 
group received 10 intensive one- 
on-one counseling sessions ih the 
initial four to six months of the 
study. The sessions were followed 
by client-centered maintenance 
sessions at three-month intervals 
throughout the three to four years 
of follow-up with the men. Partic¬ 
ipants in the control group re¬ 
ceived standard voluntary coun¬ 
seling and testing every six 
months. 

According to Mayer, re¬ 
searchers had hoped to see at least 
a 35 percent difference in the 
number of men contracting HIV 
between the two groups. Instead, 
there was only a 15 percent bene¬ 
fit between the two groups, said 
Mayer. 

“As the data came out, one 
piece of bad news for the study 
was the overall rate of new infec¬ 
tions was 2.1 percent per year. Out 
of every 100 men in the study, two 
became infected annually,” said 
Mayer. “That was disappointing. 
We thought the rate would be 
lower than that. The hope was it 
would be as low as 1.5 percent per 
year on an annualized basis.” 

In San Francisco, the HIV in¬ 
fection rate per year averaged to 
2.5 percent, said Colfax. The rate 
is consistent with other studies 
done in San Francisco that have 
higher HIV incidence than the na¬ 
tional average, he said. 

“It is due to the possibility of 
increased risk behavior among 
our group than other groups and 
a higher prevalence of HIV in San 


announces challenge grant 
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year ago. “Our hope is now to en¬ 
courage individuals to step up to 
the plate with their own support.” 

The center’s annual budget is 
$2.1 million, of which 27 percent 
comes from individuals, 25 per¬ 
cent from foundations; 19 percent 
from the government; 14 percent 
from revenue; 8 percent from spe¬ 
cial events, and 7 percent from 
corporations. Since he was hired, 
Lynch has repositioned the center 
financially, expanded programs, 
increased staffing and seen the 
opening last month of the Three

“The community center is 
back. We are strong and ready to 
do the work we are here to do for 
the community,” Lynch said at a 
reception Tuesday, July 6 after an¬ 
nouncing the challenge grant.

from foundations and corpora¬ 
tions is a testament to how well 
the center continues to serve the 


needs of the LGBT community,” 
said Executive Director Thom 
Lynch, whom the board hired a 
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Francisco than other cities,” ex¬ 
plained Colfax. 

The researchers did note that 
the study’s retention rate of 87 
percent - 85 percent in the inter¬ 
vention group and 89 percent in 
the control group - is an unparal¬ 
leled success for a study of this 
size. 

“Most people said they enjoyed 
the study and the retention rate 
was great in the study. It was a 
very long study and most people 
were retained in the study,” said 
Colfax. 

One reason for the disappoint¬ 
ing results of the study, noted re¬ 
searchers, is that participants in 
both arms received considerable 
attention over the course of the 
study to maintain involvement 
and retention. The quality of the 
HIV counseling and testing given 
to the control arm participants, 
said the researchers, may have 
been better than the quality that is 
typically given in anonymous test¬ 
ing and counseling services. 

“It wasn’t like compared to a 
true placebo group of people 
coming in; not saying anything to 
them would have been unethical,” 
said Mayer. 

The study’s lackluster results, 
said Colfax, “certainly does not in¬ 
dicate HIV counseling is not ef¬ 
fective, just that compared to the 
high standard of counseling the 
intervention did not seem to have 
a greater statistical effect. Also it 
was a very high standard of care 
we were comparing the interven¬ 
tion to.” 

Mining data 

Since the study is the largest of 
its kind to look at the sexual be¬ 
haviors of gay men, the re¬ 
searchers believe it will still offer 
some benefits to those groups and 
health officials working in HIV 
prevention. They are mining the 
data to see what the effect of de¬ 
pression is on risk behaviors, how 
substance use patterns affect gay 
men’s sexual choices, and a multi¬ 
tude of other factors. 

“While the primary HIV infec¬ 
tion results wasn’t significant, the 
study has a wealth of information. 
We are going to learn huge 
amounts,” said Colfax. “This is the 
biggest cohort of high risk MSM 
we have with the highest number 
of data points.” 

The researchers will also be 
looking at whether different sub¬ 
groups of study participants ben¬ 
efited more than their peers, and 
if that information can help 
health officials better tailor their 
prevention efforts. 

“We will be looking to see if 


there are pieces of the interven¬ 
tion people may want to adopt or 
to add to existing programs,” said 
Mayer. “One big question, since 
overall the study had 4,295 men in 
it, is if some groups of men got 
more benefit from Explore than 
others. Those kinds of analyses are 
being done as we speak. Over the 
next few months we will have 
those results.” ▼

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the number of votes Edwards got 
in the 8^ Congressional District 
in the California primary), he 
would fully support the Democra¬ 
tic ticket. “But it certainly makes it 
more exciting,” he added, referring 
to Edwards now being part of the 
ticket. 

“I think he appeals to indepen¬ 
dents and he’s dynamic,” Roth¬ 
schild said. “I think the American 
people can relate to him.” 

State Board of Equalization 
Chairwoman Carole Migden, an¬ 
other backer of Edwards during 
the primaries, was very pleased. 

“It’s an exciting day,” she told 
the B.A.R. “Edwards is a young 
man with a future. He’s going to 
excite everyone in the country.” 

Migden said that Kerry exer¬ 
cised a “great deal of maturity and 
self-confidence” in selecting Ed¬ 
wards. 

Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco), an early Kerry 
supporter, also praised the deci¬ 
sion. 

“I think it’s a strong choice,” 
Leno told the B.A.R. “He’s showed 
that he clearly has great popular 
appeal and communicates well as 
a champion of the underdog.” 

Opposes gay marriage 

Like Kerry, Edwards does not 
support same-sex marriage but 
opposes the Federal Marriage 
Amendment that is set for a vote 
in the Senate next week. Also like 
Kerry, Edwards voted both for the 
Iraq War and the Patriot Act. 
Those facts were not lost on mem¬ 
bers of the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club. 

“It remains to be seen if Edwards 
will strengthen the Democratic tick¬ 
et,” Milk Club President Michael 
Goldstein said in an e-mail. “The 
ticket would be strengthened if 
Kerry-Edwards came out against 
the war in Iraq and in favor of mar¬ 
riage equality. That said, a primary 
goal of the Milk Club is the defeat 
of George Bush.” 

In fact, the Bush-Cheney cam¬ 
paign wasted no time in criticiz¬ 
ing Edwards’s selection, saying 
that he was Kerry’s second choice 
after attempting to get Arizona 


Senator John McCain (R) to run 
as part of a bipartisan ticket. 

Rothschild, however, pointed 
out that McCain had praise for 
Edwards’s book, Four Trials , which 
recounts some of Edwards’s suc¬ 
cessful court cases. 

“There’s a quote from McCain 
on the back of the book,” Roth¬ 
schild said. 

Laura Spanjian, co-chair of the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic 
Club, said Edwards was a “great 
choice to be Kerry’s running 
mate.” 

But she, too, acknowledged Ed¬ 
wards’s opposition to same-sex 
marriage. “Though I am unhappy 
with his views on gay marriage, I 
know a Kerry-Edwards administra¬ 
tion will be open to talking, listen¬ 
ing, and eventually supporting gay 
marriage,” Spanjian said. “And we 
know that’s 110 percent more than 
Bush and Cheney would ever do.” 

Good on (most) gay issues 

His record on gay issues is 
strongly supportive, as a cospon¬ 
sor of the hate crimes legislation, 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act, and AIDS legislation. 
However, he has seldom exercised 
leadership on those issues, per¬ 
haps due to his lack of seniority in 
the Senate and the willingness of 
others to take the lead. 

“The selection of Senator Ed¬ 
wards solidifies the most pro-gay, 
pro-family ticket in the history of 
presidential politics,” said Dave 
Noble, executive director of Na¬ 
tional Stonewall Democrats. It 
“greatly contrasts with a Republi¬ 
can ticket that insists on running a 
campaign that demeans our fam¬ 
ilies and smears our community.” 

Cheryl Jacques, president of 
the Human Rights Campaign, 
which has endorsed Kerry, called 
Edwards “steadfast in his support 
of our community.” She cited his 
voting record and his appearance 
as the keynote speaker at a HRC 
fundraising dinner in Atlanta. 

Last July, however, HRC spon¬ 
sored a presidential forum in 
Washington that drew seven of 
the nine Democratic candidates 
and coverage on C-SPAN. The 
two who did not participate were 
perceived to be the most conserv¬ 
ative: Edwards and Florida Sena¬ 
tor Bob Graham. 


Jacques downplayed Edwards’s 
absence and said that Edwards 
had a scheduling conflict; he was 
meeting with the Congressional 
Black Caucus in a southern state. 
“As a former officeholder myselfi 
I can tell you that it happens all 
the time,” said Jacques, a former 
Massachusetts state legislator. 

HRC also noted that Edwards 
opposes “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” 
the military’s antigay policy, and 
in 2002 was critical when several 
Arabic language specialists were 
discharged under the policy. 

“It’s a good choice,” said Ken¬ 
neth Sherrill, a professor of polit¬ 
ical science at Hunter College in 
New York City. “It offers a sharp 
contrast to Cheney” in terms of 
age and vitality. 

Vice President Dick Cheney is. 
63 and has had several heart at¬ 
tacks, though none recently. It was 
reported this week, however, that 
Cheney fired his doctor after it 
was learned the physician was un¬ 
dergoing treatment for addiction 
to prescription medication. 

“Edwards was a stupendous 
candidate in the primaries” and 
that is the best training ground for 
running in a national campaign, 
Sherrill said. His training as a trial 
lawyer will make Edwards “an ef¬ 
fective attack dog,” a role tradi¬ 
tionally played by the vice presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

Matt Foreman, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, also praised the 
selection. 

“John Kerry and John Edwards 
make up the most gay-supportive 
national ticket in American histo¬ 
ry,” Foreman said. “But, in order 
for them to win the enthusiastic 
support of the gay community, a 
critical part of their base, they will 
have to take a strong and bold 
stand on supporting our civil 
rights.” 

“I think he is a terrific choice,” 
said Chicago political consultant 
Michael Bauer, who helped with 
Edwards’s primary campaign. “He 
is dynamic, articulate, incredibly 
bright, and he will certainly ener¬ 
gize the Democratic base.” 

Bauer believes the selection 
will put much of the South into 
play and at the very least will force 
the Bush campaign to devote 
more resources to that region. T 
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ministration negotiates a new 
Thai bilateral free trade agreement 
similar to those recently agreed to 
by Chile and Singapore. If the 
agreement spares Thailand itself, 
it could seriously damage Thai ef¬ 
forts to produce generic drugs in 
the Congo.

The administration’s 
press release bills the film as “the 
flipside of Fahrenheit 9/11: As 
Michael Moore’s Fahrenheit 9/l\ 
scalds American policies and lead¬ 
ership in its opening weekend in 
theaters across America, a new 
documentary is set to premiere 
which casts a light on a corner of 
the world where massive and un¬ 
precedented American interven¬ 
tion is being welcomed with open 
arms by the world.” There is no 
mention that only $350 million of 
the promised $2.4 billion has been

spent or that Democratic plans 
would treat eight times as many 
people by purchasing generic 
ARVs and doubling the funding. 

The U.S. scientific community 
will not be as well represented at 
the conference, according to AIDS 
Treatment News editor John 
James. 

“Unfortunately, the Bush ad¬ 
ministration cut the number of 
U.S. scientists who can attend, an¬ 
nouncing in March that the U.S. 
National Institutes of Health and 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention will be allowed to send 
only 20 scientists each - compared 
to 236 sent to the last internation¬ 
al conference two years ago in 


Barcelona,” James said. 

The U.S. reduced its funding 
for the conference from $3.6 mil¬ 
lion to less than half a million dol¬ 
lars. Many programs at Bangkok 
had to be reorganized or canceled, 
as the scientists will not be there 
to present their information. 
James said that the cuts reflect 
right-wing attacks. In May, five 
Republicans in Congress com¬ 
plained that the 2002 Barcelona 
meeting had 777 presentations 
that mentioned condoms, com¬ 
pared to 16 for “faithfulness or fi¬ 
delity” and 74 for “abstinence,” 
James noted. 

On June 16 the CDC issued the 
Bush administration’s new AIDS 
sex education prevention guide¬ 
lines, which must include infor¬ 
mation on the “lack of effective¬ 
ness of condom use.” The new 
guidelines also require teaching 
abstinence in all sex education 
prevention courses. ▼

G40+ Club founder 
Jordan Lee dies

ordan Lee, the founder of 
San Francisco’s G40+ Club 
for older gay men, died Sun¬ 
day, June 20 after collapsing at the 
corner of Market and Noe streets. 
He was 78. 

Arthur Hurwith, treasurer of 
the club, now called the San Fran¬ 
cisco Prime Timers, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Mr. Lee was 
walking down the street at about 
5 p.m. when he collapsed. The 
paramedics were called, but Mr. 
Lee was pronounced dead at the 
scene. The cause of death was ar¬ 
teriosclerosis cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease, or hardening of the arteries. 

“We’ve known him for quite a 
number of years,” Hurwith said, 
referring to his partner, Warren 
van Eck, the current Prime Timer 
president. “He had so much expe¬ 
rience.” 

Hurwith said Mr. Lee would be 
missed. 

“Oh and how,” Hurwith said, 
adding that he and van Eck often 
helped Mr. Hurwith with various 
medical appointments and other 
tasks. 

“When he wanted another cat, 
we took him down to the SPCA to 
get a cat,” Hurwith recalled. 

Mr. Lee was born in Vermont 
on March 25, 1926. Information 
on his early life was not immedi¬ 
ately available. After moving to 
San Francisco, Mr. Lee worked at 
the San Francisco Public Library 
until his retirement. 

An early member of the Mat- 
tachine Society, Mr. Lee in the |

1950s published its newsletter and 
booked the club’s speakers. 

In August 1973, a gentleman 
offered his home as a meeting 
place, and 13 older gay men came 
together for what proved to be the 
founding of the G40+ Club. 

“After Willie Brown [then a 
state legislator] helped pass the law 
legalizing sex between consenting 
adults in 1974, the membership 
shot up,” Mr. Lee once said. He 
also booked speakers for the fledg¬ 
ling G40+ Club, including the late 
Harvey Milk, Pat Bond, Kate 
Bornstein, the Reverend Robert 
Cromey, and James Hormel. 

Hurwith noted that many peo¬ 
ple likely remember Mr. Lee carry¬ 
ing the G40+ Club banner in the 
Pride Parade, which he did from 
1975 to 1997, when his arthritis 
prevented his doing it any longer. 
Mr. Lee remained on the steering 


committee of the G40+ Club until 
2002, when his health no longer 
permitted him to continue. 

After Mr. Lee’s resignation, the 
club affiliated with Prime Timers 
Worldwide and changed its name. 

Over the years, Mr. Lee received 
much community recognition. He 
was featured in Quiet Fire: Memoirs 
of Older Gay Men by Micah Lexier 
(1989). In May 1989 the former 
Operation Concern’s Gay and Les¬ 
bian Outreach to Elders project 
(now New Leaf: Services for Our 
Community) awarded him its 
Community Service Award; in 
1997 he received the Pax et Bonum 
Award from Dignity San Francis¬ 
co; and in June 2002 he received 
the Harry Hay Award at the Stop 
AIDS Project’s Geezers Ball. 

Hurwith said that Mr. Lee had 
a very dry sense of humor and 
greatly enjoyed “word-play,” using 
words such as quiddity and scin¬ 
tillation so that many club mem¬ 
bers would read their newsletters 
with a dictionary in hand. 

Mr. Jordan is survived by a sister 
who lives in Hawaii, and by several 
nieces and nephews, one of whom, 
Scott Hunter of Washington, D.C., 
will attend a memorial that will be 
held Saturday, July 24, from 2 to 4 
p.m. in the Thomas Starr King 
Room at the First Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Church, 1187 Franklin 
Street at Geary in San Francisco. 

In lieu of flowers, people are 
asked to make donations in Mr.

Scheduled for July 15-22, 2006 
in Chicago, the quadrennial sport 
and cultural festival promises to 
be a popular event, so early regis¬ 
tration is highly recommended. 

Crunching numbers and in¬ 
corporating a thorough online 
process, participants can select 
specific events in a much im¬ 
proved system, possibly the most 
efficient registration process ever 
for such an event. 

“The Gay Games VII online 
registration system is an extreme¬ 
ly sophisticated system built by 
Gay Games VII and Federation of 
Gay Games sports, culture, tech¬ 
nology and marketing volunteers 
working in a database environ¬ 
ment created by Afficient, a Chica¬ 
go-based firm that provides regis¬ 
tration technology architecture to 
large international multi-sport 
events,” said Jefferson McCarley, 
co-chair of the Gay Games VII 
Technology Committee. 

In addition, dozens of volun¬ 
teers put in hundreds of hours to 


bring the registration system to 
the world in record-breaking 
time. 

Chicago faced a short deadline 
for preparation after the Games 
were given to the U.S. city. This is, 
of course, after the previously re¬ 
ported breakdown of contract ne¬ 
gotiations last November 
with Montreal. Originally 
set to sign contracts for 
the Games, Montreal offi¬ 
cials instead refused to do 
so at the FGG annual meet¬ 
ing, and later unveiled their 
own plans for their own gay 
sports event, now called 
OutGames I. Early reg¬ 
istration for that event, 
scheduled for July 29- 
August 5, 2006, is 
available online at 
www.montreal2006.org. But par¬ 
ticipants will have to complete 
their full registration at a later 
date. 

This is part of the continued 
competition between GLBT 
sports events that has been con¬ 
sidered by many to be both a new 
opportunity, but also a conflict for 
GLBT athletes around the world. 

Chicago may have won this 
race, in that its registration is now 
ready. 

“The online registration sys- 
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tern is designed to do much more 
than just ‘reserve’ a spot in a Gay 
Games VII sport with just basic 
contact information,” said Tracy 
Bairn, Gay Games VII co-vice 
president and co-chair of the tech¬ 
nology committee. 

“The system guides the athlete 
or artist through a series of ques¬ 
tions that are critical 
to ensuring the 
proper placement of 
the participant in his or her 
sport or cultural program,” 
said Bairn. “It enhances the 
organizational and financial 
success of Gay Games 
VII through key de¬ 
mographic questions, 
and uses technology 
to emphasize the high 
priority the FGG and 
Chicago organizers place on the 
health and safety of the athlete or 
artist.” 

God(dess) is in the details 

The more thorough online 
guidelines will help Gay Games 
VII organizers schedule and pre¬ 
pare for events two years ahead of 
time. Specifics are many. 

Swimmers are asked to identi¬ 
fy the events in which they would 
like to compete and provide entry 
times, guiding tournament direc¬ 
tors as they schedule swimming 
heats. 

Softball players are asked to 
identify their competitive divi¬ 
sion, and, if female, whether they 
will be playing in fast pitch or slow 
pitch softball. Men aren’t asked 
this question since there is no 
men’s fast pitch softball - a testa¬ 
ment to the sophistication of the 
online database. 

Martial artists are asked to 
identify their experience - from 
beginners (white belts) on up to 
black belts - essential information 
to plan for a safe and inclusive 
martial arts competition. 

Tennis players are asked to 
place themselves in a competitive 
level, whether they’ll be playing 
singles or doubles, and are given 
hints on how to determine their 
competitive level with eight dif¬ 
ferent countries’ rating systems 
provided as examples. 

In each sport where a senior 
division is provided, athletes are 
given the choice to compete as “se¬ 
niors” or to compete in a division 
more suited to their experience 
level. Similar choices are offered to 
physically challenged athletes. 

Team and partners/pairs com¬ 
petitions were incorporated into 
the database with the kind of flex¬ 
ibility desired by athletes and the 
organizations representing them. 
Individuals can register for a team 
or partner sport all by themselves 
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and request to be matched with a 
team or partner. 

Teams can also register togeth¬ 
er, with team captains being pro¬ 
vided confirmation IDs that, once 
shared with teammates, link the 
individuals together as a team for 
the Gay Games. Teams can be 
built with a small core of athletes 
registering early, adding players as 
confirmed availability is obtained. 
Examples of team sports include 
softball, rugby, and ice hockey. Ex¬ 
amples of partner sports include 
tennis (doubles), diving (synchro¬ 
nized diving), and beach volley¬ 
ball. 

“The result of all this hard 
work,” said Gene Dermody, feder¬ 
ation board member and co-chair 
of the FGG registration advisory 
group, “is a complete registration 
system that has been tested and 
retested by FGG and Chicago 
sports experts for more than a 
month. The system has been built 
by experienced technologists, and 
has significant improvements 
gained from the collective experi¬ 
ences of the six previous Gay 
Games.” 

Sam Coady, Gay Games VII 
sports co-chair and co-chair of the 
registration team, said, “With still 
more than two years to go before 
the Gay Games VII Opening Cer¬ 
emony at Soldier Field, this is the 
earliest that Gay Games registra¬ 
tion has ever opened.” 

FGG co-Presidents Kathleen 
Webster and Roberto Mantaci will 
deliver their thanks in person as 
they and about a dozen other 
FGG delegates travel to Chicago 
July 8-13 for a strategic planning 
meeting and site visit. 

Gay Games supporters and 
representatives will be holding 
promotional presentations this 
weekend in London, Cologne, 
Chicago, New York, and even 
Ljubljana (Slovenia).

That Man from C.A.M.P.: Rebel Without a Pause by Victor J. Banis, edit¬ 
ed by Fabio Cleto (Southern Tier Editions/Harrington Park Press, $29.95) 

L ong before Austin Powers, and even before Stonewall, there 
was Jackie Holmes. The ultra-fey super-agent protagonist in 
a series of successful mid-1960s gay pulp novels with titles 
like The Man from C.A.M.P., Color Him Gay and The Water¬ 
cress File, Jackie is an erudite, exotic-car-driving, attack-poo¬ 
dle-owning, full-out swisher who, like a nellie James Bond, 
fights all sorts of international intrigue tricked out with cool gad¬ 
gets and gizmos. Unlike Bond, Jackie beds the men he encounters on the trail, 
unfailingly including the straight agent assigned to work with him on each par¬ 
ticular case. Jackie’s wildly entertaining adventures make perfect summer read¬ 
ing, and three of them can once again be enjoyed with the recent publication of 
That Man from C.A.M.P.: Rebel Without a Pause (Southern Tier Editions/Har¬ 
rington Park Press). 

Author Victor J. Banis created this unforgettable superspy under the pen name 
Don Holliday. Written in a time before gay bookstores, these pulp novels sold 
widely in drugstores and on newsstands nationwide. With some of the most col¬ 
orful covers produced for gay pulps, the tongue-in-cheek series of nine comic 
novels written between ’66-’68 is recognized today as an empowering artifact 
of a pre-Stonewall era. “I wrote them at home,” says Banis, a San Francisco res¬ 
ident since 1985. “1 treated the writing like a job. I was having lots of fun, but 
I also wanted to make a living.” 

Writing under a constellation of pen names from Victor Jay to Jan Alexan¬ 
der, to pulps written with his partner Sam Dodson under name combina¬ 
tions like Victor Dodson or Dodd Banson, Banis says he was paid around 
$500-$700 per pulp at first. “I wrote the pulps very fast, five days on average, 
though when they paid more, sometimes in the thousands, I put more time 
into them. Some of them read surprisingly well, considering, but of course 
some of it was just junk.” 

Underneath their breathless sex scenes, The Man from C.A.M.P. pulps 
possess a wicked sense of humor and, most surprisingly, scream gay power. 

In fact, these svelte novellas of 40,000 words or so read like the over-the- 
top sensibilities of Patrick Dennis and Paul Rudnick crossed with the ac¬ 
tivist consciousness of Larry Kramer and Harvey Fierstein, under a cloak

T here’s a scene in Spider-Man 2 that at first 
seems to come out of nowhere, and then, 
as it plays out before our startled eyes, 
sums up one of several provocative themes in 
this best of aM comic-book movies. Spidey 
(Tobey Maguire) has just spent himself rescu¬ 
ing a trainload of commuters from an acci¬ 
dent engineered by the film’s awesome villain, 
the multi-tentacled Doc Ock (Alfred Molina).

While working overtime as Gotham’s unpaid 
and much-maligned crimefighter, deep down 
Peter Parker is still your oversensitive self- 
doubting teen.

Beyond the ridiculous 


Everett Quinton in 'The Underpants' at San Jose Rep

magine a woozy Elmer Fudd 
and you get some idea of 
Everett Quinton’s perfor¬ 
mance in The Underpants. The 
longtime director of the Ridicu¬ 
lous Theatrical Company, and the 
partner of its late founder Charles 
Ludlam, Quinton is now creating 
a cartoon in 3-D realism for 
whom every movement is fraught 
with some comedic peril. 

“I always start with emotional 
realism, and then let things devel¬ 
op,” Quinton said recently. “I went 
to see a production of Charles’ 
Camille up in Boston, and it was a 
dog because they left out the emo¬ 
tional truth. I cut my teeth on 
these broad, hard-hitting come¬ 
dies, so I often think that maybe 
I’ve developed some bad habits. 
Now it’s a matter of finding a 
place to make them work.” 

That place is currently San Jose 
Rep, where The Underpants is run¬ 
ning through July 18. In 
Steve Martin’s adapta¬ 
tion of a Carl Sternheim 
play, Quinton plays a 
hapless soul trying to 
rent a room from a hu¬ 
morless bureaucrat and 
his sexually frustrated 
wife on a day in 1910 
when scandal has 
befallen this Dussel- 
dorf household. At a 
parade honoring the 
king, the wife’s underpants slipped 
to the ground, a calamity that her 
husband feels will certainly cost 
him his job and reputation. 

Quinton’s character is named 
Cohen, and he tries with comic 
desperation to disguise his religion 
for his prospective land. “A lot of 
people are having difficulty, think¬ 
ing that my character is anti-Se¬ 
mitic, and it’s really not,” he said. 
“It is a reaction to anti-Semitism.” 

The 53-year-old actor related 
to Cohen’s fears of revealing his 
true identity. “I’m a queer, and I 
knew what it was like and still 
what it’s like to have to hide. There 
are times even now I choose not 
be forward about it. I don’t mean 
I’m a closet queen, but I don’t 
want to fight every war.” 

He grew up with 11 siblings in 
a Brooklyn home with a hard- 
drinking, physically abusive father 
(and member of the John Birch 
Society). Quinton thought of 
himself as “this little sick fruit.” He 
wanted to be an actor, but it 
seemed an insane ambition. “I 
would hide myself in the bath¬ 
room and act in my towels, and I 
would always do Bette Davis in¬ 
stead of John Wayne. And it wasn’t 
until I met Charles that it was like, 
oh, yes, there’s a place for me.” 

As founder and cross-dressing 
star of the Ridiculous Theatrical 
Company, Charles Ludlam was al¬ 
ready a veteran of the downtown 
theater scene when he met Quin-

ton in 1975. They became part¬ 
ners in life and on stage, and to¬ 
gether they most famously creat¬ 
ed the quick-change roles in The 
Mystery of Irma Vep. Ludlam died 
of AIDS in 1987, and Quinton 
kept the Ridiculous company 
going for another 10 
years. 

“When the Ridicu¬ 
lous ended, I found my¬ 
self in this other world 
of having to compete 
for roles,” Quinton said. 
He has recently played 
the wicked stepmother 
in a national tour 
of Cinderella star¬ 
ring Eartha Kitt, 
and he’s become a 
regular director at the Qmaha 
Theatre Company for Young Peo¬ 
ple. 

His is a name known in certain 
quarters. “Maybe people know my 
name, but the danger is that I am 
recognized as this over-the-top 
queer,” he said. “That’s my badge 
of honor, but it’s a little scary 
when you think you’ve been 
pegged. I have trust in God, allow 
myself to be pegged and enjoy 
that, and then show up prepared.” 

Quinton’s invocation of God is 
a serious matter. “My issue is the 
hetero usurpation of God, and 
unless we break that down, there’s 
not going to be any advancement 
for us. They talk about ‘civil 
unions’ that would not be sanc¬ 
tioned by God, and I say they need 
to go fuck themselves on that 
issue. I’m sick of them determin¬ 
ing what God thinks of us.” 

Quinton grew up Catholic, and 
figured early on he must be bound 
for Hell. “When I was a kid, I’d 
bring my girlfriend home, and 
then I’d scurry to Prospect Park 
and do it with guys, so you don’t 
think very well of yourself. It al¬ 
ways had this nasty darkness. And 
that’s what Oscar Wilde had, too. 
All Oscar had was Bosie, who was 
this little booger, but I identify 
with Bosie and his inability to care 
for himself and in his inability to 
stand up to his father. But I would 
bitch-slap Bosie to the dirt now.” 

Quentin has Oscar Wilde on 
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his mind these days because he’s 
directing The Importance of Being 
Earnest at the Arena Theatre in 
Washington, DC, this fall. Then 
it’s most likely back to auditions. 

“Let the world just happen,” 
Quinton said. “As my friend 
Henry likes to say, ‘Onward into 
the next brick wall.’” 

Rhino on the loose 

Theatre Rhino is headed East 
with two productions to be seen 
as part of the New York Interna¬ 
tional Fringe Festival in August. 
John Fisher’s play Queer Theory 
and Sara Moore’s one-woman 
Show Ho will be among more than 
200 productions chosen for this 
year’s event. In fact, Theatre 
Rhino notes that it is the only 
company to have two shows ac¬ 
cepted for the festival. 

Before Rhino hitches up its 
wagons, P.A. Cooley and ’Drew 
Todd are hosting a variety show to 
benefit the theater. A Midsummer 
Night's Madness takes place on 
July 10 at the LGBT Center. The 
bill includes magician-storyteller 
Christian Cagigal, the lesbian 
comedy duo Deb Zone, ventrilo¬ 
quists Coulter and Star, and Miss 
TrannyShack nee Suppositori 
Spelling. Tickets are $20 at the 
door or at therhino.org.

with such familiar subjects as 
tough training coaches and a fat 
camp where the dieters sneak 
snacks. 

“Fat girls always swallow,” En- 
sler says of the sexual practices of 
the overweight. The performer- 
playwright sprinkles her mono¬ 
logues with little shockers like 
that, helping to spark the well- 
traveled areas that The Good Body 
often visits. 

“Diet plan: Kill my mother,” 
Ensler says. Clearly there are self¬ 
esteem problems for her that go 
beyond everyday concerns with 
appearance. “Self-hatred,” she re¬ 
ports, “crept up to my stomach.” 

On her travels to India, she 
found women to celebrate be¬ 
cause they were comfortable with 
their ample bodies. But in a coun¬ 
try of such widespread hunger, fat 
and happy may seem an odd thing 
to so cheerily applaud. 

The Good Body falls into other 
traps, the most visible being En- 
sler’s own body. Here is a woman 
clearly in good shape, but she 
seems to being saying it’s a result 
of unhealthy attitudes. And yet 
she wears a sleeveless outfit that 
emphasizes that she can get away 
with wearing a sleeveless outfit. 

The meandering monologue 
ends up with Ensler in

Afghanistan. Ice, cream is a plea¬ 
sure forbidden to women, but she 
joins in with a small group secret¬ 
ly enjoying the frozen contraband.

Ensler is an engaging storyteller,

he reductum ad absurdum of 
the San Francisco Mime 
m Troupe works best when au¬ 
diences arrive seduced by a com¬ 
fortable status quo. Then the 
group can use its annual summer 
show to point up how the tenta¬ 
cles of the politico-corporate 
leviathan reach insidiously into 
our contented lives. 

But these are not those times, 
and the Mime Troupe doesn’t 
quite know how to effectively take 
on George W. Bush and Compa¬ 
ny. With movies like Fahrenheit 
9/11, TV programs like The Daily 
Show, books like the exposes by 
former Bush officials, and reports 
from those blue-ribbon panels, 
you need to squeeze hard to find 
fresh satire and revelations from 
the lemon we have been given. 

In Showdown at Crawford 
Gulch, Michael Gene Sullivan has 
created a Wild West parody that 
imagines a mayor (Ed Holmes) 
and a fancy-pants businessman 
(Amos Glick) stirring up fears of 
Indian attacks. “The only way to 
help these savages to respect the 
law is to arrest them before they 
break it,” says the mayor, who 
looks a lot like Dick Cheney. 

It’s a funny line and promising 
setup, but the script doesn’t sus¬ 
tain a lot of energy in director 
Keiko Shimosato’s production. 
The plot includes a variety of 
townfolks, from the sheriff to the 
schoolmarm, and there are jokes 
about the prisoner-abuse scandal, 
the Martha Stewart trial, and the 
substitution of “freedom” for any¬ 
thing named for France. They get 
laughs of recognition. 

Occasional quips do hit home, 
like the encouraged fear that the 
Comanehes have developed ar¬ 
rows of mass destruction. Several

of the songs by Sullivan and com¬ 
poser Jason Sherbundy also crank 
things up. Sullivan displays a good 
voice as the sheriff on “Everything 
a Man Should Be,” a mostly seri¬ 
ous ballad about his failures of 
courage. And “Spinning Round 
and Round” is a lively tune per¬ 
formed by a newswoman (Velina 
Brown) and her gung-ho reporter

/ hen you start with vagi¬ 
nas, the only way is up.

Bio pick 

Film critic Richard Schickel 
seemed to be everywhere last Fri¬ 
day talking about the subject of 
his biography Brandon: A Life in 
Our Time. Appearing on the PBS 
News Hour, Schickel noted that 
early in his career, Brandon was 
drafted for a role he really didn’t 
care to play. “There’d been in 
America, since the Stanislavski 
company had come here in the 
’20s, a passionate desire among 
actors to break out of the well- 
spoken English, ‘pip pip’ kind of 
mode, and get into something 
much more behaviorally truthful. 
It was in the Group Theatre, it was 
in the Actors’ Studio, and they 
were always looking for a champi¬ 
on.

here is no office labeled 
“King of actors,” yet last 
week it was universally con¬ 
ceded that the late Marlon Bran¬ 
do has served this office with un¬ 
common nobility, and that a suc¬ 
cessor was nowhere in sight. No 
sooner had the news broken that 
the 80-year-old Brando had suc¬ 
cumbed to a lung disease than 
voices you seldom hear chimed in 
with the kind of notices you can’t 
buy. 

Sean Penn, the Marin-based 
Oscar-winning director/per¬ 
former whom some have dubbed 
the prince consort, appeared on 
the New York City-based Charlie 
Rose Show. Dressed all in black, 
not necessarily in respect for 


Brando, Penn fondly remembered 
getting 2 a.m. phone calls from the 
actor. Chain-smoking through 
much of his 30-minute appear¬ 
ance, Penn emphasized that Bran¬ 
do was the kind of incendiary per¬ 
former who transcended the 
greatest text through an acting 
style that could only be dubbed 
poetic. 

“I always imagine a little boy 
sitting in the weeds by a picket 
fence, fleeing alcoholism, with an 
imagination that took him some¬ 
where else. And that imagination 
developed into the greatest poetic 
actor that ever lived. I think of 
him that way. Anyone who reads 
Streetcar Named Desire will read a 
play about Blanche DuBois. But to 
see Marlon in it was something 
else. This isn’t because it’s an actor

Neo-noir 
in London 


Clive Owen heads 
for the dark side

;4 (Croupier) once again unites 
with hunky leading man 
Clive Owen, to tell a dark tale of 
revenge and isolation in Til Sleep 
W\\en Vm Dead. Screenwriter and 
co-producer Trevor Preston 

weaves a neo-noir tale as dark as 
Jon Bunker’s production design. 
Their London is a place of shad¬ 
ows and sorrow, only briefly illu¬ 
minated by glittering parties and 
gleaming automobiles. But this 
time around, the Hodges/Owen 
pairing fails to deliver the magic of 
Croupier. 

The first half of Til Sleep When 
I’m Dead unfolds in fits and starts, 
with a series of characters and 
events that will not begin to sort 
themselves out until the last half 
of the movie. The camera begins 
by following Davey (Jonathan 
Rhys Meyers) around London as 
he deals cocaine, shags babes, and 
leads the life of a petulant, spoiled, 
petty grifter. As a character, he is 
so unsympathetic, it isn’t too dis¬ 
turbing when Davey gets raped by 
an impeccably tailored power- 
broker (Malcolm McDowell). A 
few hours later, when Davey is 
found dead in his bathtub, the loss 
to humanity does not overwhelm-. 

Enter the avenging angel: 
Davey’s brother, Will (Clive 
Owen). Will has been living in 
self-imposed rural isolation, es¬ 
tranged from his former under¬ 
world connections as welLas his 
former girlfriend, Helen (Char¬ 
lotte Rampling). But Will returns 
to his old London haunts to solve 
the mystery of his brother’s death, 
a process that takes the film from 
midpoint to completion. 

Despite its moody, noir tex¬ 
ture, I’ll Sleep When I’m Dead does 
not intrigue or engage. All the 
characters are emotionally cold, 
and the story plods along with no 
highs or lows; the film has no 
pulse. Charlotte Rampling’s face is 
now sliding elegantly into a mask 
of tragedy, illuminated by her slate

blue eyes. But Rampling’s custom¬ 
ary magical presence is so muted 
here she makes no impact whatso¬ 
ever. Jonathan Rhys Meyers is an¬ 
noying, and Malcolm McDowell is 
written in one dimension. But the 
real crime is the waste of Clive 
Owen’s considerable charm and 
talent. 

For 90% of I’ll Sleep, the beard¬ 
ed Owen is dressed and groomed 
like the Unibomber. His Will is a 
man-mountain of monosyllables 
living in a van, sporting one facial 
expression (glum), and bearing 
the physical presence of a high 
school janitor on downers. In the 
last 10 minutes of the film, Will 
transforms himself (like an 
episode of The Swan) into the ele¬ 
gantly groomed and attired rogue 
he once was. But by this time, it is 
too little and too late for the audi¬ 
ence. 

Burdened by leaden pacing 
and a rather implausible rape sce¬ 
nario, I’ll Sleep When I’m Dead re¬ 
ally only succeeds in creating a 
highly atmospheric milieu for its 
characters to roam around in. 
Since they all seem to be sleep¬ 
walking, the title belies itself. I 
suppose, however, Night of the Liv¬ 
ing Dead was already taken. V

you. His observations were so acute 
that he might as well be pantsing 
everybody on the street.

Author Greg Behrman on global AIDS

he final death toll for 9/11, 
one of the deadliest attacks 
in America’s history, came 
out to about 3,000. “At the same 
time, global AIDS was taking 
8,000 lives everyday,” says author 
Greg Behrman. The statistics keep 
piling up. 25 million have already 
died of AIDS. 65 million have 
been infected in the last 20 years. 
In countries like Botswana, two 
out of five adults are infected. In 
2010, there will* be 25 million 
AIDS orphans. 



In his new book The Invisible 
People, Behrman, 27, tries to 
weave together this dizzying array 
of exploding statistics and WHO 
policy papers into one narrative 
mapping the progress of the pan¬ 
demic. The history of AIDS, says 
Behrman, is mired in Cold War 
politics, neglect and denial. “At so 
many turns, there was so much we 
could have done for relatively little 
that would have saved so many 
lives, but we chose not to,” says 
Behrman, who is donating pro¬ 
ceeds from his book to Heartbeat, 
a South African organization car¬ 
ing for AIDS orphans. 

It’s not for nothing the full, 
rather wordy title of his book 
reads, The Invisible People - How 
the U.S. Has Slept Through the 
Global AIDS Pandemic, the Great¬ 
est Humanitarian Catastrophe of 
Our Time (Free Press, $25). 
Behrman tells the story of Joe Mc¬ 
Cormick, a “virus hunter” for the 
Center for Disease Control who 
first realized in the ’80s that AIDS 
was in the general population in 
Africa and spread through hetero-

sexual contact. When he told Ed¬ 
ward Brandt, Ronald Reagan’s as¬ 
sistant secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices, Brandt said, “I don’t believe 
it. You must have got it all wrong.” 
Brandt wondered instead whether 
mosquitoes might not be trans¬ 
mitting the disease. 

“Mosquitoes were obviously 
easier for him to talk about than 
sex,” Behrman quotes McCormick 
as saying. 

But Brandt was not alone. Even 
The New England Journal of Med¬ 
icine, incredulous that the disease 
might be heterosexual, would not 
publish McCormick’s paper. 
African leaders were in outright 
denial. Zambia’s President Freder¬ 
ick Chiluba would not attend the 
opening of the 11th International 
Conference on AIDS in his own 
capital even as his housing minis¬ 
ter was dying from it. It took 1,200 
people dying every week for Zim¬ 
babwe’s Robert Mugabe to ac¬ 
knowledge the crisis. 

“There is enough complicity to 
go around,” admits Behrman, who 
is also the Coordinator for the 
Council on Foreign Relations 
Roundtable on Improving US 
Global AIDS Policy. But he says 
the US, though a leading donor to 
the fight against AIDS, “does not 
have a good position in relation to 
other advanced economies per 
our share of global wealth.” 

Behrman ticks off many rea¬ 
sons for that. The disease was hit¬ 
ting Africa most punishingly, and 
Africa was a neglected continent. 
The latency of the disease meant 
infections would pile up for years 


before sickness and death were 
visible. The ’90s were marked by 
the US pulling back from interna¬ 
tional obligations. 

Rat race 

Even President Bill Clinton, 
who put the global AIDS crisis 
into his inaugural address, never 
forcefully pushed a real plan. “He 
was a champion in empathy, but 
not on policy,” says Behrman. Of 
course, Clinton was also stymied 
by the powerful Senator Jesse 
Helms, who had described foreign 
assistance as throwing money 
down “a rat-hole.” Helms took 
charge of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

But in what Behrman calls 
“one of the most remarkable and 
surprising moments in the history 
of AIDS,” even Helms came 
around. “I’m ashamed I’ve done 
so little,” Helms said in 2002. Part 
of that turnabout came from his 
curious partnership with rock star 
Bono, who made AIDS in Africa 
his mission. But the other thing 
that happened, says Behrman, was 
that “missionaries were going to 
Africa and seeing the impact of 
this disease, and they were coming 
back and reporting a holocaust to 
their religious leaders.” When 
evangelists like Franklin Graham, 
Billy Graham’s son, woke up to the 
AIDS crisis, Helms could not ig¬ 
nore the issue. 

There were more surprises in 
store. After 9/11, with a war in 
Afghanistan and an impending 
one in Iraq, activists assumed 
global AIDS would completely fall 
off the Bush agenda. But President 
Bush committed $15 billion to the 
fight against AIDS in 2003. 
Behrman says the pressure from 
the faith community helped. 
“Also, as we were about to go to 
war, there was an imperative to 
demonstrate American humanity 
and generosity, and the beneficia¬ 
ry happened to be global AIDS 
policy.” 

Activists are doubtful as to how 
real that $15 billion really is. The 
Administration has been criti¬ 
cized for emphasizing abstinence 
over condoms. But Behrman 
hopes there is at least some mo¬ 
mentum. “Now we have awoken 
to the crisis, but we continue to be 
in many ways 10 years behind the 
curve,” says Behrman. “We do 
know what to do. We just have to 
muster the courage to do it.” ▼

Neruda the muse 

T here’s nothing gay I can think of about Chilean poet Pablo Neru¬ 
da, yet he’s the poet who more than anyone inspired me to both 
read and write poetry. I think I discovered Ferlinghetti first, in 
high school sometime back in the early 1970s, and 1 did my best to im¬ 
itate/appreciate his quirky urbane style, but soon I was in my roman¬ 
tic, pastoral Latin American phase — playing the backpacking gringo 
traveler during my 20s—and it was Pablo 
Neruda who most inspired my wander¬ 
ings and scribblings. At one point, one of 
my closest friends in college was a Chilean 
from Temuco, Neruda’s home town, and 
this friend, while ostensibly straight, had 
the sweetest, gentlest, most poetic nature 
of anyone I’d encountered up till then, and 
his personal muse was Neruda, whose 
verse he could rattle off by heart in Span¬ 
ish or English. On a rustic campus in 
southern Vermont, Enrique and I spent 
many an hour romancing each other by 
reading Neruda’s verse aloud in our dorm 
rooms. We discussed the great folk poet at 
length, a true poet of the people, who rep¬ 
resented the heart and soul of the working class — our kind of people. 

Now we’ll all soon have a chance to share in the romance and 
glory of Pablo Neruda, in the form of the world premiere of Mark 
Eisner’s cinematic portrait, jPablo Neruda! jPresente!, which is to 
be unveiled at Theatre Artaud (450 Florida St.) in a week of events 
from July 12-18, with live music and poetry readings throughout, 
all part of a centennial celebration co-presented by City Lights 
Bookstore and the Latino Film Festival. 

Narrated by author Isabel Allende, jPablo Neruda! ;Presente! is a 
poetic interpretation and celebration of the Nobel Prize laureate’s 
life. The filmmaker notes that Neruda’s poems “feature the tones 
of a river of red poppies, the earth, red wine, horses’ breaths, rain, 
and the silver stones of Macchu Picchu,” a magnificent sentiment. 

A verse Neruda wrote about Easter Island, which Neruda visited 
in 1971 toward the end of his life, illustrates his position as a ro¬ 
mantic poet drawn to the primitive, but with a powerful social con¬ 
science and all-too aware of the intrusion of modernity into the once 
private domain of ancient giants (translation by William O’Daly): 
“I am the pilgrim / of Easter Island .../lam here, like the other fat 
pilgrims / who in English suckle and raise the ruins: / illustrious 
courtiers of tourism, just like Sinbad / and Columbus, those who dis¬ 
cover nothing more / than the price of their drinks.” 

Neruda died 12 days after the end of democracy in Chile, after 
the Augusto Pinochet military coup that ousted the first democrati¬ 
cally elected Marxist president Salvador Allende, and the film begins 
as Isabel Allende flees the country. In flashbacks we learn of Neruda’s 
childhood in southern Chile, where he was a literary prodigy who 
began publishing poems in popular magazines at the age of 14. At 
20 Neruda published 10 Love Poems and a Song of Despair, and his lit¬ 
erary career was set in motion, in tandem with his political career. 

jPablo Neruda! jPresente! screens at 8:30 p.m. on Monday, July 
12, at Theater Artaud, preceded by a book launch party for The Es¬ 
sential Neruda, with readings from Robert Haas, Lawrence Fer¬ 
linghetti, Mark Eisner, Forrest Gander and live music by Quijere- 
ma. A fiesta follows the screening. Similar readings and screenings 
will take place each night through July 18.

Missing contenders 

What if they gave a contest and...?

A n unsettling situation seems 
to be have evolved in 
leather communities from 
coast to coast. The situation is that 
men, women and boys are just not 
entering leather contests. This past 
weekend, the Mr. San Francisco 
Leather Sir/boy competition 
staged on Saturday, July 3, man¬ 
aged to recruit only one leather 
boy. The Leather sir contestant 
didn’t bother to show up at the 
meet & greet on Friday, nor the 
pre-judging session on Saturday 
morning. It was quite rude that he 
didn’t bother to contact the pro¬ 
ducer to let him know he would 
not be competing after all. 

A similar scenario unfolded in 
the North East Region in New 
York last month, and it’s not only 
Leather Sir/boy contests, but oth¬ 
ers as well. I can remember when 
there were 27 contestants for the 
SF Leather Daddy’s Boy competi¬ 
tion — and now it’s a miracle to 
get three or four! 


A win changes everything 

Sacramento, a town with a 
much smaller leather population, 
managed to recruit four men for 
the Leather Sir title and three boys 
for the leather boy title recently. 
But that was an exception. The 
San Jose Leather Sir/boy contest 
scheduled for this coming week¬ 
end was cancelled due to a lack of 
interest. What has caused this sit¬ 
uation? 

Many factors contribute to 
non-participation. First of all, 
consider this: You are either a sin¬ 
gle carefree man (woman or boy 
or girl) or married to a devoted 
spouse. You do your job, pay your 
bills, spend your money where 
you see fit. You volunteer when so 
inclined, support fundraisers, buy 
admission and/or raffle tickets at 
exorbitant prices for charitable 
events, go and come as you 
please. You get laid frequently 
or you really pig out and be¬ 
have like a total slut. 
Whatever you utter in 
public among your 
friends is just that. Your 
thoughts, your views, 
your opinions. Few peo¬ 
ple pay much atten¬ 
tion to you unless 
they are on the make 
or want to sell you 
something. 

Once you throw your hat into 
the ring to run for a title (leather 
or otherwise), ALL that changes. 
And if you enter and win, your life

will NEVER be the same. You are 
expected to attend and support 
everything whether it’s leather re¬ 
lated or not. The public is after 
your body (or your lover’s 
body). Everything you say and 
do is subjected to extreme crit¬ 
icism or praise (never both 
from the same person). 

You (at least in San 
Francisco) are expected 
to work your ass off and 
raise money; attend every 
title holder’s event in 
support (if you want 
THEIR support when 
you throw an event). 
You get a little tipsy one 
evening and the next day the word 
is out that you were drunk on 
your ass. You decide to “tramp it 
up a little bit” and the next day 


you are branded as a total tramp, 
slut or pig. 

You are obliged to register with 
the Leather Title Holder’s web site 
to ostensibly “learn” about and 
from your fellow title holders 
around the world and instead, if 
you misspell a word, voice your 
opinion or otherwise express you, 
yourself or your beliefs, you get 
subtly, (key word here is subtly) 
chastised. But no matter how sub¬ 
tle the chastisement, you are still 
branded as “boring, unclear on 
the concept etc., etc, ad nausea “or 
bring up a subject that has noth¬ 
ing to do with leather title-hold¬ 
ing or even leather at that.

Read the Patient Information that comes with LEXIVA before you start taking it and each time you get 
a refill. There may be new information. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
healthcare provider about your medical condition or treatment. It is important to remain under a 
healthcare provider's care while taking LEXIVA. Do not change or stop treatment without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. Talk to your healthcare provider or pharmacist if you have any 
questions about LEXIVA. 


What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA can cause dangerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. 
Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-pre¬ 
scription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

■ Some medicines cannot be taken at all with LEXIVA. 

* Some medicines will require dose changes if taken with LEXIVA. 

■ Some medicines will require close monitoring if you take them with LEXIVA. 

Know all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-prescription medicines', vitamins 
and herbal supplements. Keep a list of the medicines you take. Show this list to all your healthcare 
providers and pharmacists anytime you get a new medicine or refill. Your healthcare providers and phar¬ 
macists must know all the medicines you take. They will tell you if you can take other medicines with LEXIVA. 
Do not start any new medicines while you are taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare 
provider or pharmacist. You can ask your healthcare provider or pharmacist for a list of medicines that can 
interact with LEXIVA.. 

What is LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA is a medicine you take by mouth to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome.) LEXIVA belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 
LEXIVA is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in combination therapy, LEXIVA may help 
lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, raise CD4+ (T) cell counts, and keep your immune system 
as healthy as possible, so it can help fight infection. However, LEXIVA does not work in all patients with HIV. 

LEXIVA does not: 

■ cure HIV infection or AIDS. We do not know if LEXIVA will help you live longer or have fewer of the med¬ 
ical problems (opportunistic infections) that people get with HIV or AIDS. Opportunistic infections are 
infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important that 
you see your healthcare provider regularly while you are taking LEXIVA. The long-term effects of 
LEXIVA are not known. 

■ lower the risk of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always practice safer sex by using 
a latex or polyurethane condom to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or 
blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

LEXIVA has not been fully studied in children under the age of 18 or in adults over the age of 65. 

Who should not take LEXIVA? 

Do not take LEXIVA Tablets if you: 

■ are taking certain other medicines. Read the section “What is the most important information I should 
know about LEXIVA?” Do not take the following medicines* * with LEXIVA. You could develop serious or 
"life-threatening problems. • 

- HALCION® (triazolam; used for insomnia) 

- Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and methylergonovine such as CAFERGOP, 
MIGRANAL®, D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate, METHERGINE* and others (used for migraine headaches) 

- PROPULSID* (cisapride); used for certain stomach problems 

- VERSED* (midazolam); used for sedation 

- ORAP* (pimozide); used for Tourette’s disorder 

Do not take the following medicines if you are taking LEXIVA and NORVIR® (ritonavir) together. You could 
develop serious or life-threatening problems. 

- TAMB0C0R® (flecainide); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

- RHYTHMOL® (propafenone); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

■ are allergic to LEXIVA or any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is fosamprenavir calcium. See the 
end of this leaflet for a list of all the ingredients in LEXIVA. 

■ are allergic to AGENERASE* (amprenavir). 

You should not take AGENERASE (amprenavir) and LEXIVA at the same time. 

Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions including if you: 

■ are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if LEXIVA can harm your unborn baby. 
You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if LEXIVA is right for you. If you use LEXIVA while 
you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about how you can be on the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry. 

■ are breastfeeding. You should not breastfeed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of passing 
the HIV virus to your baby through your milk. Also, it is not known if LEXIVA can pass into your breast 
milk and if it can harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ have liver problems. You may be given a lower dose of LEXIVA or LEXIVA may not be right for you. 

* have kidney problems 

■ have diabetes. You may need dose changes in your insulin or other diabetes medicines. 

■ have hemophilia 

■ are allergic to sulia medicines 

Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including pre¬ 
scription and non-prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. LEXIVA can cause dan¬ 
gerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. You may need dose 
changes in some of your medicines or closer monitoring with some medicines if you also take LEXIVA (see 
"What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA.”). Know all the medicines that you 
take and keep a list of them with you to show healthcare providers and pharmacists. 

Women who use birth control pills should choose a different kind of contraception. LEXIVA can affect 
the safety and effectiveness of birth control pills. Talk to your healthcare provider about choosing an 
effective contraceptive. 


How should I take LEXIVA? 

■ Take LEXIVA Tablets exactly as your healthcare provider prescribed. 

■ Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of LEXIVA Tablets at any one time. Do not change 
your dose or stop taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare provider. 

■ You can take LEXIVA Tablets with or without food. 

■ When your supply of LEXIVA or other anti-HIV medicine starts to run low, get more from your healthcare 
provider or pharmacy. The amount of HIV virus in your blood may increase if one or more of the medi¬ 
cines are stopped, even for a short time. 

■ Stay under the care of a healthcare provider while using LEXIVA. 

■ It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of LEXIVA by more than 4 hours, wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose right away. Then take your next dose at the regular time. 

■ If you take too much LEXIVA, call your healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

What should I avoid while taking LEXIVA? 

■ Do not use certain medicines while you are taking LEXIVA. See “What is the most important infor¬ 
mation I should know about LEXIVA" and “Who should not take LEXIVA?” 

■ Do not breastfeed. See “Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider.” Talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ Avoid doing things that can spread HIV infection since LEXIVA doesn't stop you from passing the HIV 
infection to others. 

■ Do not share needles or other injection equipment. 

■ Do not share personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them, like toothbrushes or razor 
blades. 

■ Do not have any kind of sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using a latex or 
polyurethane condom, to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. 

What are the possible side effects of LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA may cause the following side effects: 

■ skin rash. Skin rashes, some with itching have happened in patients taking LEXIVA. Tell your healthcare 
provider if you get a rash after starting LEXIVA. 

■ diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia). Some patients had diabetes before taking LEXIVA 
while others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. Others may need a new 
diabetes medicine. 

■ increased bleeding problems in some patients with hemophilia. 

■ worse liver disease. Patients with liver problems, including hepatitis B or C, are more likely to get worse 
liver disease when they take anti-HIV medicines like LEXIVA. 

■ changes in blood tests. Some people have changes in blood tests while taking LEXIVA. These include 
increases seen in liver function tests and blood fat levels, and decreases in white blood cells. Your health¬ 
care provider may do regular blood tests to see if LEXIVA is affecting your body. 

■ changes in body fat. These changes have happened in patients taking antiretroviral medicines like LEXIVA. 
The changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump"), breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. ■•The cause and long¬ 
term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of LEXIVA are nausea, vomiting, and diarrhea. Tell your healthcare provider about 
any side effects that bother you or that won’t go away. 

This list of side effects of LEXIVA is not complete. For more information, ask your healthcare provider 
or pharmacist. 

How should I store LEXIVA Tablets? 

■ Store LEXIVA Tablets at room temperature between 59° and 86°F (15° to 30°C). Keep the container tight¬ 
ly closed. 

■ Keep LEXIVA and all medicines out of the reach of children. 

■ Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medi¬ 
cine away, it is out of the reach of children.

ike George Orwell, Pablo 
| Neruda was a writer who 
named himself, a writer 
from humble origins who earned 
a worldwide readership, who 
came of age during the terrible 
Spanish Civil War, and who de¬ 
picted the darkest and richest 
parts of the soul of his country. 
Raised in Southern Chile, a region 
he would once jokingly refer to as 
his country’s “Wild West,” Neruda 
was a prodigy at 14, a published 
poet at 19, a diplomat in his 20s, 
and a fugitive from the injustice of 
Chile’s pre-war reactionary gov¬ 
ernment who was able to hide in 
plain sight among the common 
people of Patagonia, later fleeing 
to Argentina, Mexico and France.

nator 3). Instead, director Sam 
Raimi has the special effects take a 
back-seat to a morality play in 
which Parker pays almost too 
much heed to his uncle’s last 
words. “For those to whom great 
power is given, great responsibili¬ 
ty is demanded.” 

Male frontier 

For fans of Maguire who fig¬ 
ured that the call to the Spider-

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Trialogue with critics 

Craig Seligman on Sontag and Kael

raig Seligman’s genre-bust- 
I ing Sontag & Kael: Opposites 
Attract Me (Counterpoint, 
$23) sizzles with the energy of a 
book that had to be written. This 
reflection on the influence Susan 
Sontag (the work) and Pauline 
Kael (the woman and the work) 
have had on Seligman has pro¬ 
duced an unprecedented tria¬ 
logue. He cannily juxtaposes the 
critical judgments of the two 
women (who never went mano-a- 
mano in real life), creating an illu¬ 
minating debate, and then jumps 
into the intellectual menage a trois 
with his own distinctive, often 
bratty voice. 

It’s a bravura performance you 
can’t take your eyes off, however 
much you want to at times. It’s 
dizzying if never confusing; Selig¬ 
man leaves no doubt where he 
stands. Critics of a more standard 
cast of mind are probably opening 
their veins in some of the better 
artists’ colonies this summer. 
Seligman’s whole career has gone 
into this book, which raises the 
critical bar. 


Few other writers could have 
written something this personal 
and passionate, and gotten it pub¬ 
lished. Seligman has the chops for 
the first part and the connections 
for the second, and has seized his 
moment in a way that will make 
most people who aren’t Susan 
Sontag (in a pale imitation of his 
style: “just about everyone”) 
cheer. It’s a book for readers — 
people who love words, argument 
and, occasionally, the savory, 
metallic aftertaste of blood in the 
mouth. 

When I knew Seligman, we 
were stringers for the Examiner. 
Like me, he mostly got the leav¬ 
ings in what was virtually a Kaelite 
closed shop. Even then, his pithy 
reviews showed the signs of the 
true critic he describes so passion¬ 
ately in his book: the knack for de¬ 
livering penetrating insights in a 
consistent voice whatever the sub¬ 
ject. 

As a treacly recent paean to 
Kael by a New Yorker critic made 
clear, as writers, few of her other 
acolytes have gotten out from 
under her skirts. Seligman, among 
the gayest of them, demonstrably 
has. While his writing shares 


Kael’s feisty, profane directness, 
his finely tuned voice has over¬ 
tones rather than echoes of his 
mentor. Instead of settling for 
ventriloquism, he uses the energy 
he finds in her voice to power his 
own hard-won one. He alone has 
shown me how “that voice became 
instrumental in reshaping the 
American critical language.” If I 
can’t go the distance with him, to 
regarding what she left as a body 
of literature, I know the feeling. I, 
too, have lurked at newsstands for 
the first available copy of a new 
New Yorker, and thought the re¬ 
view more important than the 
thing reviewed. 

Case dismissed 

Gay readers will appreciate 
Seligman’s masterful dismissal of 
the charges that both women were 
homophobic. (On the page facing 
the one where he declares his gay¬ 
ness, he proclaims Sontag’s.) 
Readers who get that far will wel¬ 
come the respite of some even- 
handed praise. 

Pretty much everywhere else, 
Seligman thrashes Sontag (whose 
physical beauty he hymns myste¬ 
riously) with the plainer, spindlier, 
sharper-edged Kael. He says he

Out for business 

Banis cites the gay activist 
movement’s early stirrings in Cal¬ 
ifornia such as the 1962 formation 
of the Tavern Guild in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the nation’s first gay busi¬ 
ness organization, and the estab¬ 
lishment the following year of 
S.I.R., The Society for Individual 
Rights, as giving him the “idea to 
go ahead With my books.” He 
notes that at the time the first of 
his Man from C.A.M.P. novels ap¬ 
peared, “it was still.clear that the 
courts regarded books espousing 
homosexuality as obscene per se” 
In fact, Banis credits his extensive 
writing career as having been 
brought about when an obscenity 
charge was leveled against his first 
book. He stood trial for four 
months in Sioux City. The Affairs 
of Gloria was “more a lark than 
anything else, and I probably 
never would have continued with 
pulps, but I was pissed at what I 
thought was an attempted rail¬ 
roading, and as a gay activist in 
the bud, I really did want to write 
gay books.” 

Banis’ subversive sensibility is 
most clearly evident in his main 
character, Jackie Holmes. A blond 
wisp of a limp-wristed, tight- 
pants-wearing, white-poodle-

“reveres” Sontag but “loves” Kael. 
To the extent that’s true, it’s proof 
of the high price of idolatry, a fa¬ 
vorite theme of Cynthia Ozick, 
who gets a cameo here but whom 
I would love to read Seligman on. 

From the start, he insists that 
he doesn’t mean to bash Sontag, 
and he’s forever trying to restore 
balance. But like someone with 
Tourrette’s, he can’t stop the in¬ 
vective. “Sontag’s self-righteous¬ 
ness is grating. I take it personal¬ 
ly.” Gotcha. 

“If, after revisions, it still 
sounds like I hate Sontag, then my 
revisions haven’t done their job,” 
he says in a moment of sweet talk. 
Nine lines later: “Her tone isn’t 
congenial and she exasperates me. 
You have to be a bit of an asshole 


to say, ‘I don’t write because 
there’s an audience. I write be¬ 
cause there is literature.’” 

Before claiming that Kael is re¬ 
ally “the inhuman one,” he first 
applauds her “unfailing wisdom 
and... clarity of vision.” Never 
having developed a taste for fe¬ 
male mud-wrestling, I sometimes 
looked away. 

Despite saying some uncom¬ 
monly wise things about the craft 
of writing, Seligman mounts 
some pulpits. “A critic’s duty, first 
and foremost, is to get it right,” he 
preaches. Yet, on the first page, 
after softening up Sontag with a 
few preemptory blows, he blurts 
out, “I’m getting off on the wrong 
foot.” 

He might, then, have rewritten, 
as both his models compulsively 
did. But it may have been more 
important for him to prevail over 
an editor — if he had one — as 
Kael always did, with self-defining 
grit. 

Grief takes many forms. The 
book ends with almost unbear¬ 
ably tender reflections on Selig¬ 
man’s last days with Kael. Against 
all odds, he has written a book in 
which they fit. I wouldn’t change 
a word of it, either. ▼

owning homosexual — who Banis 
says was very much modeled on 
his own look at the time, including 
the poodle — makes an unlikely 
superagent. But the reader quickly 
learns that it is all an artfully con¬ 
structed facade for the deadly effi¬ 
cient man from C.A.M.P., who al¬ 
ways gets his man, in more ways 
than one. Jackie is a refreshing fic¬ 
tional confectionery from a time 
where such characters never stood 
up for themselves, much less out¬ 
smarted and defeated their attack¬ 
ers, and forget about international 
supervillains. 

With some 50,000-100,000 
copies of each Man from C.A.M.P. 
hovel published at the time, it’s 
clear that Jackie found an eager 
readership in a period when Jack 
Smith’s Flaming Creatures would 
soon set Susan Sontag to scribble 
some Notes on Camp. “Though 
the books started out as fun, I did 
quickly see the opportunity to es¬ 
pouse the gay cause, and seized it.” 
Working for an organization 
whose acronym remains mysteri¬ 
ous, the man from C.A.M.R notes 
without a pause to all inquirers 
that the C might stand for sucker, 
and that the covert group’s mis¬ 
sion, whose all-powerful executive 
office is known as High C.A.M.R, 


is “dedicated to the protection and 
advancement of homosexuals.” 

“ I don’t want to make myself a 
hero,” says Banis of his creation. 
“The real hero was Earl Kemp, the 
editor who had the courage to do 
the books in a very dangerous cli¬ 
mate.” On Jackie always bedding 
the straight agent assigned to 
work with him on a case, Banis of¬ 
fers, “Well, isn’t that every queen’s 
fantasy? It was a sort of one-up¬ 
manship in an era when many 
straight men thought themselves 
superior to gay men.” 

Currently at work on his mem¬ 
oir, Spine Intact, Some Creases, 
that will publish in September, 
Banis is the first to admit that 
when he was approached by edi¬ 
tor Fabio Cleto about republish¬ 
ing some of the books from the 
Man from C.A.M.P. series, “I 
thought, no chance. Somerset 
Maugham often said that a writer 
doesn’t outlive his own genera¬ 
tion. I think it’s amazing and flat¬ 
tering that people still read and 
enjoy those books.” Yea, Jackie! ▼
